bread.” 

After the meal the Kaiser and the 
little group of officers and courtiers 
began talking about the war in a lit- 
tle garden, “like those which we see 
on the German stage in many 
French comedies.”’ 


Cigarettes and short pipes are 
lighted and Munich beer is hand- 
ed around in long glasses, On 
the table by which the Kaiser 
seats himseif are lilacs and roses, 
sent to him by the Empress from 
Berlin. 

The whole conversation turns 
on the course of events at home 
and important episodes of the 
war.

Marguerite Martyn Finds Mrs. G. H. Mathis, Who Addressed 28,000 Farmers in 
Alabama, Her Home State, in 60 Days a Wonderful Woman Who Succeeds in 
Elevating Her Tenants by Making Them Spruce Up and Cuitivatina Their Am- 
bition to Elevate Their Social and Livina Conditions.

HREE loud, lusty cheers bursting from a 
couple of hundred masculine throats as if 
from one man, at the close of remarks ad- 

dressed to them by a woman—a farm woman— 
would have cheered and gratified all women, and 
I was the only other woman present in the crowd- 
ed, smoky-smelling 
ness it. 

The occasion was the address of Mrs. G. H. 
Mathis of, Alabama, on the program with six 
other practical farmers, advising with the second 
annual convention of the Farm Mortgage Bank- 
ers’ Association, which is co-operating with the 
Government to determine the farm-credit sys- 
tem to which the present administration is com- 
mitted. 

To be sure, Mrs. Mathis is a larger woman than 
many of us, broad mentally, imposing physically, 
of great energy, vast experience and manifestly 
of a great heart. 

When she addressed the bankers as “neigh- 
bors,” it was not entirely a slip into colloqual- 
ism, for she comes as representative of both the 
farmers’ interests and her State Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation. During a special agricultural campaign 
she has talked to 28,000 farmers in the last 60 
days. And she not only is a farmer, but a farm 
renter on a large scale. The extent of her vast 
holdings in many counties of Alabama was the 
fact by which she was heralded. 

Then her speech became most picturesque in a 
delightful dialect. Softly slurred r’s and omitted 
final g’s traced her nativity to the land o’ cotton. 
But it was the good, wholesome, plain-spoken 
philosophy and homely anecdote with which she 
interspersed her presentation of facts and fig- 
ures on the good the campaign has achieved that 
brought down the house and in the end called 
forth a remarkable ovation.

Booster of Credit System. 
ra E expect to profit by the farm credit 
system in Alabama,” said Mrs. 
Mathis at one point in her address. 
“A man wrote to me, ‘I hear the Government is 
letting out money without maturity or security. 
I wish you would send me $350 by next mail.’ 
Such ideas may convince you that farmers have 
got a lot of problems of their own to work out 
béfore banks can help them. The kind of credit 
we need is better plowin’! 
“Now, I suppose,” she went on to say, ‘ 
Southern people can do more fool stunts to the 
square inch than any other people. We just get 


in our own way and stand there. Meet our- 


selves Coming and going. 

“We send up here for hog meat, for which we 
pay from 12 to 30 cents a pound, when we can 
grow it for 2 cents a pound. We pay $15 to $20 
a ton for hay. The grower gets about $6 of that, 
when the middlemen have got their toll. 
don’t care who gets our money, so we get ia 
ot it. 

“At the same time it’s all we can do to keep 

from growing hay. We have to kill the grass 
before we can plant the cotton—kill the grass to 
grow the cotton to buy the hay. A regular mer- 
ry-go-round! We can raise 2321-2 bushels of 
corn to the acre. Can you beat it? Yet we must 
send off for our corn. Same way with flour and 
wheat, as well as all other products that will grow 
in the temperate zone and which will flourish in 
Alabama. — 
“IT am glad,” she continued, “the bankers are 
seeing it is good business to help the farmers to 
help themselves. The Agricultural Department 
sent me out to advise the farmers of my State to 
diversify their crops and not depend entirely 
Next I shall be urging the banks 
to extend credit in the South on other crops be- 
sides cotton.” 

She told then of a plan of her own ie which 
for years she has made co-operation with her 
farm renters good business, by which she built 
up run-down farms bought cheaply, never had a 
failure, put the farmer on his feet and enabled

“When they go to town with me to consult with 
the bankers, they’ve got to have their hair 
shingled, face shaved and shoes blacked. I insist 
they raise a garden. They know nothing as a 
rule but to raise cotton to the very doors. They 
know, too, the boll weevil is making cotton a 
mighty unsafe crop. 


“One prospective tenant I was advising said he 
always had wanted a garden—always liked a gar- 
den. But the trouble was, he had a wife who was 
too blamed lazy to work it. 


“Some of the provisions contained in my con- 
tract that goes. with a 50-acre, two-horse crop 
farm—and I don’t bother with less—are: After 
deciding about how much the tenant will need for 
his own use, a certain portion, about fifteen acres 
usually, shall be planted in corn. - The same way 
with wheat. Three acres or so shall be put in 
quick-money crops, such as potatoes, sweet corn, 
pears, turnips, cabbage, three crops of which can 
be grown on the.same land in Alabama. The 
renter agrees to raise one acre of watermelons, to 
keep a brood sow in the pasture, to raise 100 
pounds of pork per year and a certain amount of 
beef. He agrees to put a good cow in the pas- 
ture, raise a calf to be a year and a half old 
before killing, and raise one mule colt each year. 
He must make one barrel of molasses. 


Some. Balk on Rules. 


F course, I have my part of the contract to 
O fulfill. I furnish house, implements, 

good pasture, shelter for crops, make 
repairs and require either one-third of the crop 
iiself or one-third of the money received therefor 
for my share. There will be some rules he will 
balk at unless I insist. But I generally insist. He 
may say he doesn’t like sorghum. I say, ‘Maybe 
your family likes it.’ No, he thinks they don’t. 
‘Then sell the barrel of molasses,’ say I. Well, 
he’s afraid he can’t sell it. ‘Make the barrel of 


molasses,’ I insist, ‘or get off the land.’ And he 
generally stays on the land. 


“After carrying out my contract,” said Mrs. 
Mathis, “the renter is at liberty to raise all the 
cotton he can. But the contract has seen to it 
that he is assured of a living and the equivalent 
in value of 10 bales of cotton, if his cotton crop 
fails.” 

She told the story of one ne’er-do-well with a 
debt of $750 she took in hand. With vigilant 
supervision, at the end of a year he had cleaned 
up $3300 on the crops of his 45-acre farm, Mrs. 
Mathis’ share out of that being $1100. | 

“But for one who would co-operate my work 
had not stopped there,” she added. . “His pros- 
perity attracted the attention of some associates 
of his younger days. I got an anguished telephone 
call from his wife, telling me he had gone to town 
ull fied up. (which detail’ I couldn't object to), 
with all’ bis money, and she feared the, result.

Profits in Tomatoes. 

HE told, too, about the girls’ canning club, 
S fostered by the Agricultural Department; 

how the well-to-do girls had been the only 

ones taking advantage of it until a superintend- 
ent who knew country conditions was instructed 
to go into the mountain and hill country and in- 
form the poorer girls of the project. These moun- 
tain women came into town, but without the 
wherewithal to buy cans for their tomatoes. She 
tcld how the aid of society women was not solicit- 
ead, but commanded; how for a loan of $400 the 
girls signed notes and 50,000 cans of tomatoes 
made their way back to town. These had to be 
cashed in on. The aid of society women again 
was enlisted. They were told they would have to 
s¢ll them or eat them. Local merchants refused 
the consignment, saying they already had bought 
their tomatoes in Maryland and Virginia. 
“Very well, if you don’t trade with us, we won't 
trade with -you,” the merchants were told. “Trade 
ceased for a time,” Mrs. Mathis said, “but finally 
the merchants came to the front with offers to 
bny this year’s crop and the next. 

“Six thousand dollars was realized from the 
sale. Some of the girls put themselves in school. 
Some bought. rocking chairs and phonographs. 
One lame girl helped her father pay on a peir of 
mules.’ Some paid doctors’ bills and some bought 
coffins. 

“But the $6000 came back to the town. Pretty 
good return on a $400 loan, don’t you think so?” 


Ideal Moving Outfit. 


HE big, underlying purpose of the farm 
T credit system is to induce the people to 
return to the land. Mrs. Mathis paid 
tribute to the American propensity for moving. 
“The people I havc to deal with,” she said, 
“the renters, would like to be fitted with wings 
on their feet so they could fly as well as run and 
move on wheels. ‘Now,’ I sey, ‘if you. must be 
on wheels, why, let the wheels of your wagon be 
barrels. Let one be filled with molasses, another 
with flour, another with kraut and the fourth 
with some other commodity of your own raising. 
Then let your wagon bed be a crib overflowing 
with corn and let one of your team be a brood 
mare with’a mule colt trotting beside. I war-, 
rant you, with a rig such as that, you wouldn’t 
want to get so far away from home that you 
wouldn't want to come back.’”

An Exciting Life Normally. 
MAGINATION alone, possibly, is 
| the only way to get thrills from | 
an undersea voyage. As a “rookie 
landlubber” upon my initial voyage 
under the water I will say that the 
trip was void of sensation. The 
thrills were conspicuous by their ab- 
sence and the ultra spectacular, 
which I had expected, was something 
to be created only by fervid firing of 
the imagination. Of course, it is one 
thing to be cruising in a peaceful

The suggestion seriously discussed by Repub- 
lican and Democratic leaders in this State of 
conventions to recommend candidates for the 
primaries presages a strong movement for a 
return to the convention system of nominating 
candidates. 

Unquestionably the convention at its best, based 
upon a genuine representative system, is better 
than the diréct primary, which has several in- 
herent weaknesses. 

The trouble is that we had, before the direct 
primary system was adopted, the convention at 
its worst. Under laws skillfully framed to de- 
prive the people of real representation the con- 
vention became a mere caucus of party bosses 
who fixed tickets to suit themselves and the 
interests they represented. The parties were 
run by political henchmen of special interests, 
and party conventions, except on rare occasions 
when the people revolted; voiced the will of po- 
litical masters. 

The people took up the direct primary system 
as a desperate remedy for boss-controlled con- 
ventions. The System has proved weak and in- 
effective to obtain good candidates. It brings out 
a horde of candidates from which voters have 
great difficulty in selecting good men. It offers 
exceptional opportunity for demagogues and pet- 
tifoggers to confuse issues and befog voters. It 
offers opportunity for bosses to mass machine 
strength against a host of candidates who divide 
the popular strength. 


The costliness in time and money of two cam- 


paigns, and the uncertainty of the outcome in a 
field of active and frequently unscrupulous can- 


ididates drives the better class of men out of 


the lists and leaves the voters small choice among 
a group of candidates mostly unknown to the

The direct primary, however, has served a good

The American system is the _ representative 
system. It is based on a fundamental principle 
of republican government. At its best it works 
better. than any other system for either elec- 
tion or law-making purposes. But if we return 
to it the system must be so organized and safe- 
guarded that the people can elect real representa- 
tives and control them. It must -be guarded 
against boss and machine control. 

The informal party conventions suggested for 
next year would not in any sense be representa- 
tive or popular conventions. They would be

Another ship appraised at $225,000 earlier in the 
year was bought with eagerness at $500,000. 
These figures will be studied with peculiar sat-, 
isfaction by the Senators who defeated the ship 
purchase bill. If the Government had invested 
$30,000,000 in vessels last winter, their present 
value would be $60,000,000 or $70,000,000. An en- 
terprise which should show a gain of $30,000,- 
000 for the people in a few months, instead of a 
burden of about the same amount, would be so 
perfectly unprecedented and alarming under 
stand-pat policy as fully to justify the opposition 
to the measure. 
But for others than stand-patters the figures will 
attest the necessity and essential soundness of 
the emergency measure.

son. While many friends of.the Presffent have 
insisted that he favored the proposition, though 


he opposed writing, universal suffrage into the 
Federal Constitution, the present announcement 
from Washington is the first definite information 
to support their confident belief. 

New Jersey is to vote on suffrage in two weeks.

After a hearty breakfast, he said jok- 
ingly to his son: ‘‘My boy, you nave 
better things to eat here’than I do. I 
may decide to requisition your cook.” 

Somebody called out, ‘Here they 
eome!". A long tine of French prisoners, 
covered from head to foot with yellow 
mud, approached. Everyone rose from 
che breakfast table and hurried out to 
see them. 

As they emergod from the chateau a 
photographer, with a moving picture 
camera, aimed his machine at the Em- 
peror and began to turn the crank ex- 


Kaiser pointed to the prisoners and 
called out: 

“Here, you! Photograph them! 
the soldiers—don’t always be 
me!”’s Says Ganghofer: 

“I have seldom seen a more embar- 
rassed or helpless human being than 
that bewildered film artist. He fumbled 
with his camera, pulled it fizvst to one 
side, then the other, turned the crank, 
stopped—the film’ was utterly ruined! 
And when German critics of our Princes 
sce this spoiled film they will say: “If 
the Kaiser persists in having himself 
photographed all the time, at feast he 
ought to find a more skiliful photog- 
rapher.” Thus it is that what is called 
correct objective opinion arises!’ 


“We Help Each Other.” 

Before leaving the region of the Crown 
Prince’s headquarters the Kaiser ex- 
pressed a desire to visit a hill from 
which a fine view was to be had of Ger- 
man trenches and the not far distant 
positions of the French troops. It was 
no easy matter to get to the summit, 
for the rains had made the road very 
slippery. But the Kaiser and the Ba- 
varian novelist bgth overcame all ob- 
stacles, gazed southward at something 
that looked like a “black, stretched-out, 
gigantic snake’’—the famous forest of 
the Argonne—listened to the ceaseless 
dull rumble of distant cannon, and then 
began to slide downward over the slip- 
pery pathway. 

“May I help you?’’ 
ofer of his sovereign. 

“Yes, come here,’’ answered the Kai- 
ser, and leaned on the Bavarian’'s 
shoulder. The old novelist ground the 
nails of his shoes cautiousiy into the 
soil as if he were “going over smooth 
ice on a chamois hunt.” But, despite 
his experience as a Bavarian hunter and 
his reverence for the monarch leaning 
on his shoulder, he suddenly slipped 
badly himself, whereupon the Kaiser 
hauled him to his feet again with a 
strong twist of his arm, and replied to 
Ganghofer’s embararssed words of 
thanks by remarking cheerfully: 

“Soldier and civilian, each must help 
the other as best he can!’’ These words 
Ganghofer recommends to all Germans 
as ay inspiration in the dark hours of 
war. 


“Truth Has the Better Legs.” 


The novelist spent quite a while at 
the Kaiser’s headquarters and listened 
with deep attention to -what was said 
by His Imperial master and those sur- 
rounding him. On one occasion, he says, 
the Kaiser looked at some particularly 
bitter words directed against him in 2 
newspaper of one of the allied coun- 
tries and observed: 

‘That's pretty strong! But it’s stupid 
as well. Fortunately, truth is always 
abler in the long run and has the bet- 
ter legs.” ' 

Speaking of England to the represneta- 
tive of a neutral nation, the Kaiser 
said: 

“You are a sportsman, aren't you” 
Well, in a horse race, after all the slow- 
er horses have been eliminated one by 
one and only the two strongest are 
fighting for victory, have you ever seen 
the jockey riding the horse which leoks 
as it were about to lose strike out 
with his whip at the jockey of the 
hcrse which is going better?’ 

The other shook his head. The Kaiser 
went on: 

“Of course not! Well, then, 
England striking at us? 
not strike her own horse, 
ing out?’ 

He also quotes these words of the 
Kaiser's: 

*“‘Many people who always judge us Ger- 
mans by externals and always call us 
barbarians seem not to know that there 
is a big difference between civilization 
and kultur. England is certainly a high- 
ly civilized nation. You can always 
notice that by observing Englishmen 
ir society. But to possess kultur means 
to have the best sert of conscience and 
morality. These are possessed by mv 
Germans. When people in foreign lands 
declare that I have sought to found a 
world empire they are talking utter non- 
sense. But there is in the morality, con- 
science and industriousness of the Ger- 
mans @ conquering power that will win 
the untiverse.”’ 


“Uneasiness Back Home Unjustified.” 

Ganghofer also had an interview with 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg, wro 
was at work in an improvised ministry 
of foreign affairs situated in the sa:re 
little French town where the Kuaiscr 
had his headquarters in the field. It 
was in a villa Belonging to a French 
banker who had *'-d at the beginning 
of the war, leaving behind him all sorts 
of costly furniture and _ knicknacks, 
among which the business-like desks of 
the German Chancellor's staff had been 
sandwiched in. 

The Chancellor talked for some time 
with Ganghofer, who sums up ihe 
statesman’s remarks thus: 

“What has been done In Germany in 
the way of willing self-sacrifice is won- 
Gerful!l But the uneasiness which mani-

Everything is to him an 
assurance of coming victory for his ne- 
tive country. But in the midst of h’« 
paens of triumph he proves his kindness 
of heart by little touches like this: 
“During the night I heard the distant 
thundering of cannon. And there was 
something else that I heard, tod. In- 
cessantly. Beneath the room in which 
I am quartered live the proprietor of 
this pretty house, Lis old mother, and a 
maid. Two sons and three brothers are 
in the French army; not a word has 
been heard from them since the middle 
of last September. ® 
‘‘These people are friendly towards me;

the sun and the blue sky. But ifstantly 
he plunges into the machine shops that 
constitute the submarine’s vitals and, 
lost in a maze of wheels, pumps, valves, 
engines, indicators and intricate ma- 
chinery, begins’ an examination of the 
“makings” of a submersible. 

The other moment of near-anxiety is 
when viewing the world through the eye 
of a periscope and watching the actual 
process of diving under the water. One 
sees a great rolling expanse of, ocean 
drawing closer and closer to the eye of 
the periscope. The crystal drops thrown 
up by the periscope pole as it cleaves 
the water jump at the glass as in seem- 
ing eagerness to devour the “demon of 
the deep.”’ 

A moment more and presto! we a 
under. For a few seconds the water 
looks light green as the sun’s rays strive 
to. keep up with the disappearing subma- 
rine. Then comes stygian darkness. All 
that the eye perceives in front of the 
periscope glass is a flow of submarine 
particles streaming like a shower of me- 
teors against the glass of the periscope. 
It looks like a driving snowstorm in a 
heavy green-black sky. 

Ten fathoms down the boat scuds 
along as chipper as a swallow on the 
wing. Theré is virtually no noise. Run- 
ning submerged the vessel is propelled 
by her giant storage batteries. Stand- 
ing forward in the torpedo compartment 
the passenger hears nothing at all to de- 
note the locomotion of the boat. Only 
when one walks aft is there sound to de- 
note “the functioning of the motors and 
the churning of the propeller blades 
astern. 

Deep down here the vessel is running 
“blind.” Chart and compass avail not 
when the periscopes are under the water. 
The skipper trusts to luck and his own 
surmises as to the relative distance to 
landing and threatening shoals based 
upon observations made just before the 
vessel plunges into the depths. 

When the periscopes are showing, our 
Capt. Nemo has no trouble whatever. 
With his craft balanced on even keel 
he can steer his vessel on a straight line 
even though the conning tower be sub- 
merged and the compass under water. 
This is possible because the genius of 
man;-has standardized magnetos and 
perfected compass. arrangements. The 
skipper’can draw a line on Cape Cod 
lighthouse and the towering Province- 
town monument and send his vessel in 
unerring aim along a straight line. 
What is the ‘guiding star’ when flirt- 
ing with old Neptune 100 or 200 feet un- 
der the Water? Most assuredly the in- 
dicator in the control compartment 
which registers the distance under sea. 
Upon this dial is shown, foot by foot, 
the depth of water into which our craft 
is sinking. No wonder the Captain and 
his crew—to say nothing of the pas- 
senger—keep eyes riveted upon that dia: 
and breathe with th¥ rise and fall of 
the indicator. This indicator is the vr Vv 
soul of the submerged submarine. Fate 
is bound up in the accuracy of its rez- 
istrations. 

How You Feel Under Water. 

» The actual physical feeling while 
speeding under water is very hard to 
explain, You can conjure all sorts of 
things in your mind, but the actual ob- 
servations are very limited in scope. 
There is no rocking of the boat under 
water. When the submarine tips fore or 
after in her dives there is a slight sen-

sation of changed direction. When a 
torpedo is fired there is a. slight jar. 
When running straight ahead on even 
keel there is no feeling to denote mo- 
tion. The locomotive engineer sways 
when his engine hits a curve, the mar- 
iner lurches in the roll .of the sea and an 
aeronaut battles against the air cur 
rents; but down in the sea you fust 
“sit tight” and keep going without any 
perceptible jar.

They say life aboard the 
“rats of the deep” in the limited quar 
ters permissible wears down the men. 
Assuredly it must be a rather melan- 
choly existence to cruise for days and 
days in the cramped quarters, with en 
occasional trip to the surface for fresh 
air and to stretch ones legs on the nar- 
row deck of the craft. But certainly it 
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man can stretch himself to full height; 
but the six-footer or more has to bob his 
head right and left to avoid striking 
against some protruding part of the 
ship’s structure.

“battery fumes.” Being unaccustomed 
to battery fumes, you commence cough- 
ing and beat a hasty retreat forward 
where breathing is better. 
Guarding Against Gas. 

You ask about the deadly chlorine gas. 
Submarine “salts” say they can tell it 
in a mnfinute. When chlorine gas is 
scented the vessel makes a bee line for 
the surface, and the ventilators are 
thrown open—that is if no hostile ships 
are about. In war the “‘chiorined” sub- 
marine has to take chances for a time if 
enemy ships are about and try to get to 
safety. Finally the gas drives the sub- 
marine to the surface, regardless of 16- 
inch battleship guns or torpedo destroy- 
ers. We had not any experience with 
chlorine. Thomas A. Edison says his 
new batteries will prevent formation of 
chlorine ‘gas, which is generated by con- 
tact of salt water on the battery acids. 

The submersion of a submarine is an 
interesting process. Let’s take a trip 
now in a submersible. The vessel on 
which we were riding is the H-ll, one of

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ficers supérvising the trial trips of the 
English boats. From the pier, which juts 
out into the harbor under the shadow 
of a high monument which ex-President 
Taft dedicated to the memory of the Pil- 
griins, we are carried in a fisherman's 
dory to the “houseboat” William F. 
Green, headquarters of the trial test 
crews. 

Over a gangplank we step onto the 
narrow deck of the H-ll. The slim little 
gray craft ldoks like a@half-submerged 
cigar with a “bump” amidships. This 
“bump” is the conning tower, and the 
two spiral shafts are the periscopes. | 
An automobile horn “honks’’ some- 
where below deck and the propeller 
of the H-ll starts churning aft and the 
vessel glides out of the harbor serenely, 
majestically and“without noise, now pro- 
pelled by her ‘motors. 

Hardly a vibration is noticeable. The 
land recedes and here we are afloat on 
what appears to be little more than a 
steel raft. Here is a narrow deck, not 
more than a yard wide at the con- 
ning tower, on which one can walk fore 
or aft without the dangef of being 
hurled overboard. The deck tapers 
down to a point at either end and we 
can walk out to the prow head fore or 
the stem astern. The H-ll sets down 
well and cuts through the water with 
less roll than a tug twice as large. We 
can pace about nonchalantly while the 
H-ll is heading for the open sea at a 
10-knot clip. . 

Doing a Static Dive. 

“All hands below,” shouts skipper 
Glenn. <A*hatch is thrown opéh aft 
over the engine room and some of the 

en disappear by that route into the 
bowels of the ship. The rest of us pre- 
cede Capt. Glenn through the opening 
in the conning tower. Down a ladder 
we crawl and land finally in a chamber 
about 8x12 and 7 feet deep. Glancing up 
one sees the “lid’’ coming down and 
shutting out the sky and sunshine. If 
submarining is going to “get your goat’”’ 
now is the time. 

First of all we are“going to do a 
‘static dive.’”” That means that Capt. 
Glenn and his men are going to sub- 
merge the H-ll without expending an 
ounce of her electrical energy, simply by 
opening various tanks and taking in 
water of weight sufficient to make the 
boat heavier than the water. This is a 
delicate process and must be done with 
extrema care and caution. When a3ub- 
merged, the submarine will. be --poised 
below the sea with the amount of water 
in her tanks evenly balanced in every 
section of the boat. 

“Every man to his station now. Stand 
by!” shouts the skipper. The 15 men 
of the crew are distributed through the 
H-ll, each man at his post. One at a 
time now the valves are opened, and the 
water rushes into the tanks. There are 
three ballast tanks, two trimming tanks, 
an auxiliary tank, an adjusting tank 
and several other receptacles. The sub- 
marine is so built that water taken 
into one tank can be blown into another 
the length of the vessel simply by the 
manipulation of levers and pumps under 
the thumb of the engineers. We are 
now engaged in process of “trimming.” 

‘‘All ready now,”’ shouts the Captain. 
And dn another minute, “ 


shouts the skipper. The man aft re- 
reats the order. The orders and the re- 
peating of orders squnds like the chant- 
ing of a litany. The Captain keeps on 
filling and emptying tanks. ‘“‘Blow 200 
out of the adjusting,’’ means that much 
water is blown out of one of the tanks 
by the force of compressed air. The 
process continues until the vessel is sub- 
merged on even keel and finally floats 
in a sort of state of “‘suspended anima- 
tion.’’ 

All the while we are keeping tabs on 
the outside world through the periscope. 
This is a long brass ‘tube which projects 
‘through the “roo?’’ of the submarine. 
Capt. Glenn has another periscope up in 
che conning tower. The two of them 
can sweep the horizon in every direction 
and the lookqut gives instant warning 
of the approach of any vessel. With an 
eye riveted to the periscope one looks 
into a mirror set at an angle of 45 de- 
grees. This carries up the tube into an- 
other mirror set at a similar angle 
Which visualizes everything in front. 

Nothing but the sea stretches in every 
direction save for the faraway coast 
line. Now we see the H-1l—our floating 
prison—settling in the water. She goes 
down graduajly by the head. Foot by 
foot we drop closer to the water. As a 
rratter of fact We are actually under 
the water and looking out over the sur- 
face through the periscope. Another 
ininute and the waves come up to meet 
us—and we are gone! The periscopes 
are under water and we are down 2% 
feet. 

Below the conning tower they are 
manipulating the tanks. The process is 
something like balancing a carpenter's 
‘evel. The depth dial alone tells us how 
deep we have submerged. All hands are 
intent upon the slim little black indica: 
wr. All at once the hand begins spin- 
ring rapidly and we begin going down 
fast. The foot marks fly by the indi- 
cator hand and stop with a jerk at 42 
The keel of the H-11 is 12 feet below the 
indicator hand, and that means that we 
are down 54 feet. ; 

Not until after the trip was all over 
did we know—that is the .unsophiscated 
passenger—that the submarine had sud- 
denly tilted ‘“‘off balance” and slid down 
to the bottom of the harbor entrance. 
THe crew act very wisely in emergencies 
like these and naturally g> about the 
business of blowing out the tanks and 
raising the boat to the surface. 

“Safety First” Device. 

But on the next trial the static dive 
was successfully negotiated and we 
floated 30 feet down, balanced like an 
acrobat on two legs of a chair. At this 
juncture we tried a “safety first’ de- 
vice which has been adopted on all sub- 
marines, The Captain set a trip con- 
trivance at 35 feet. This meant that 
when we had submerged to a depth of 
3% feet, the mechanism would trip and 
send the H-ll up to the surface in a

Hospital Train Fitted Out. 

The Jews at home also Rave fulfilled 
their duties. The Germa@h iodge of the 
B’nai Brith has fitted a hospital 
train, acknowledged by military medical 
experts to be almost perféct in its equip- 
ment and has fitted up numerous rooms 
and quarters for hospitals and then pre- 
sented them toe the authorities—quite ir- 
respective of all religious distinetions. 

In the face of such achievements the 
disadvagtage which had formerly been 
experienced by Jews have nearly all dis- 
appeared. Jewish field chaplains have 
been admitted to the army for the first 
time and do splendid work at the front. 
On Jewish holidays the Jewish troops, 
even those on the firing line, are given 
leave of absence, in so far as military 
reasons permit of this. Where this is 
not possible they enjoy facilities for at- 
tending services.

power had reached down suddenly and 
torn us from the bed of the ocean. The 
“tripper” can be set at any depth and 
unless the submarine has been disabled, 
is as sure as the sun. 

There are no leaks in the ship at this 
depth despite the pressure of the water. 
But when the ships are put down to 200 
feet, which they must do before quali- 
fying for deceptance by the English 
Government, the water seeps in at cer- 
tain valve connections. When one thinks 
of a pressure of 200 to 300 pounds to the 
square inch it is small wonder that the 
biended plates are not torn asunder 
and the submarine crushed. The test- 
ing crews get a $200 bonus each for 
deep-sea diving, and so little do they 
hold the danger that they literally fall 
over each other to get the chance.

VIELD OF FRENCH 
WINE TO BE HALF 
UF THAT OF 1914 


Loss Due to Bad Weather and 
Lack of Labor to Care 
fer the Crops.

PARIS, Sept. 20.—The yield of wine in 


who have used tobacco for more !France this year will ‘be far below. the 


normal quantity. It is believed also the 
quality in many distrféts will be inferior 
to that of last year. + 

In fact the viticulturists are seriously 
apprehensive of the future. Two princi- 
pal causes have been antagonistic to 
their interests; bad weather and lack 
of skilled labor to tend the vines. The 
worst of it is that both these causes 
tend to the permanent injury of the 
vineyards. 

There is great danger of disease play- 
ing havoc with the vines. Indeed, it 
has already begun to do this. There is 
fear of a repetition of the great crisis 
which inflicted such heavy loss upon a 
large part of the rural population some 
years ago. At that time it was neces- 
sary to destroy whole vineyards in order 
to arrest the contagious malady, and to 
replace the native vines, with imported 
ones, 

Statement by Authority. 

In a statement lately made by Fernand 
Davis, the Minister of Agriculfure, the 
grave situation of the wine-growing in- 
terests is frankly admitted. He said: 

“The midsummer rains have caused an 
increase of cryptogramic maladies, such 
as mildew and black rot. The evil is all 
the more serious in that it has been 
materially impossible to combat its ex- 
tension, the lack of experienced labor 
preventing the needful treatment with 
sulphates and other chemical remedies. 
The insect pests, such as the cochylis 
and the eudemis, have continued their 
ravages without check. 

“Unfortunately, the departments from 
which the greatest supplies of wine are 
derived, those-in.the south and south- 
west, are all very seriotisly afflicted, 
and the product will exceed very little 
the half of what it was in 1914. 

“The services of as many soldiers on 
furlough as possible have’ bee utilized. 
The old men, women and children have 
besides struggled with absolute devo- 
tion to mitigate the evil. .Im Champagne 
they have toiled in the yineyard, even 
under bombardment and in sight of the 
Germans, and it is thére—around the 
ruins of Rheims and in the Cormicy, 
Verzy,” Verzenay, Mailly and Sillery dis- 
tricts—that the results have been most 
satisfactory. Nobody fled from the 
vineyards because of the rain of shells. 
The heroism displayed has been equal to 
that of the battle front itself. 

“Even in Algeria the wine harvest will 
show a deficit, due to parasitic disease. 

“There must inevitably be a rise in the 
prices of wines.”’

“The Tree of Vengeance.” 

In one of the ancient shaded gar- 
dens in the part of Paris which lies 
south of the Seine there recently was 
held a very strikingly ceremony. Dur- 
ing the epoch of the great revolution 
it became a custom to plant “liberty 
trees” and many such, of authentic 
history, are still pointed out. 

The ceremony was that of the plant- 
ing of a “tree of vengeance” and it 
took place in the garden of the con- 
vent of the Brothers of St. John the 
Divine, in the old Latin Quarter. 

The garden already is shaded by 
magnificent trees, some of them uns, 
doubtedly a great deal more than a 
century old. The convent, like scores 
of others, was converted into a hos- 
pital early in the war, and under these 
trees convalescent soldiers’ repose 
every day. 

On. the day of the_planting of the 
“Tree of Vengeance” the garden was 
a scene of marvelous beauty. Mon- 
signeur Amette, the Cardinal-Arch- 
bishop of Paris, presided at the cere- 
mony, and many aristocratic person- 
ages were present. A young Norway 
poplar was the chosen tree. Around 
it were ranged all the wounded pa- 
tients, Sisters of Mercy, lay nurses, 
the Brothers of the order and the 
guests. 

Cardinal Amette spoke in moving 
terms of the heroism of the soldiers 
and of the devotion of the nation, and 
gave his benediction to the tree as 
symbolizing their righteous chuse. 
Furthermore he invited all those pres- 
ent to return to the same ‘peaceful 
garb and to witness the planting of 
the “Tree of Victory” when the happy 
moment shall arrive. 

Cannon Sounds Reach Paris. 

Occasionally certain of the journal- 
ists who gather nightly to receive the 
official communique on the doings of 
the armies are invited by some employe 
of the Ministry of War to mount to 
the roof to listen to the cannonade that 
almost is constantly going on from 
fifty to seventy-five miles away on the 
battle line. 

That it can be heard at Paris may 

seem incredible to some persons, but it 
is true—and often quite distinctly. When 
there is plenty of humidity and the 
wind comes from the north there \s no 
mistaking the heavy, deep soundi that 
reach one on the roof of the war office. 
Of course, it ils only the great guns that 
can be distinguished. It is the mighty 
chorus of the infinite modern tragedy 
of war. 
In the higher quarters of Paris peo- 
ple in the upper stories go to sleep 
of nights with this faint but awful music 
in a ears.

Bic ELECTRICAL 
PROBLEM OF TODAY 


Famous Engineer Tells of the 
Possibilities of Carrying 
Power Everywhere. 


By ALLEYN IRELAND, 
A Staff Cerrespondent of the Post- 
Dispatch and the New 
York World. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—“‘The great elec- 
trical problem of tomorrow in the United 
States ig to cover the country with a 
network of power transmission ‘lines, 
just as the engineering problem of the 
nineteenth century was to cover it with 
a network of railroads for the trans- 
portation of materials.” 

I had called on Dr. Charles P. Stein- 
metz, chief consulting engineer of the 
Général] Electric Co., at his private lab- 
oratory in Schenectady, in order to ask 
him some queations about the future of 
electricity. It was the day on which 10,- 
000 men hadgone on strike at the Gen- 
eral Electric Cc.’s works; but in the 
quiet seclusion of Dr. Steinmetz’s Mbrary 
labor troubles appeared remote and 
thansitory. . 
The room was saturated with the spir- 
it. of scientific research. Its physical 
emblems were to be seen on every hand 
-—here in long rows the printed transac- 
tions ofeiearned societies; there a deli- 
cate piece of mechanism for the meas- 
urement of electrical phenomena, hang- 
ing against the wall a huge chart cov- 
ered with a maze of criss-cross lines, 
some plain, some dotted, some black, 
some red—to my eye a mass of confu- 
sion, but full of significance for the pre- 
siding genius of the place, who, as I en- 
tered, was bent over a large table work- 
ing out-a complicated algebraical form-' 
ula. 

I put my questions. The little man 
with the big head and the reflective and 
inscrutable eyes laid down his pencil 
and, after a pause, made the announce- 
ment which I have quoted. 


An Industrial Problem. 
“Tt is not,” he continued, “a scienti- 


fic problem; it is an industrial prob- 


llem. The fact is‘that our knowledge 


of electricity has run far ahead of 
our use of it. If no electrical dis- 
covery were made for 10 years all the 
electrical engineers in the country 
would be kept busy putting to a 
practical use what we know already. 
“There is much that is of extra- 
ordinary interest in the part whic 

electricity has come’to play in our 
civilization. It would be no exaggera- 
tion td say that the civilization of to- 
day depends upon electricity and that 
civilization can only advance beyond 
its present stage hand in hand with 
the increased use of electrical energy. 
“We have solved the problem of 
transporting materials. But clyiliza- 
tion requires a cheap and abundant 
supply of another factor in its activi- 
ties—the factor of power. And it is 
electricity’s tasle to furnish it. The 
problem of the transportation of 
power is the problem of today. 

“The nineteenth century got almost 
all its mechanical power from coal, 
as well as most of its artificial heat 


All the energy generated from coal 
suffers; however, from one great dis- 
advantage—it cannot be transmitted 
in its original form beyond the range 
of a few yards. 

“Take the commonest use of coal 
as a source of energy, burning it un- 
der a Doiler and producing steam as 
the direct power. I can use this 
power in a factory by means of belt- 


ing -and gearing, but I must tise ft 
I cannot employ anyf

on the spot. 
of this direct steam power in the 
next block, let alone in the next yil- 
lage or in the’ next city. Coal energy 
expressed ip steam cannot be mobiliz- 
,ed for distant work; you must hang 
to it the material you. wish to work 
on. It suffers from two further 
shortcomings. It cannot be distri- 
biited in. small quantities to. serve a 
.greativatiety of purposes and it can- 
not be Stored; In a word, steam 
power must be used where it is gen- 
erated and when it is generated, and 
it must always be used to the full 
strength of the production. 


It Can Be Transmitted, 
“Wlectrical power is entirely free from 


these serious defects, You can send it 
hundreds of miles from where you make 
it, you can make It all the time, and, 
within limits, store for future use what 
you cannot use at the moment, and you 
can distribute it in large or small quan- 
tities to meet every need. 

“With the latent energy the UWhited 
States possesses in its coal and water 
there should be no part of the country 
in which every factory, every transpor- 
tation system, every private house, 
should not have at its disposal a cheap 
supply of heat, light and power In the 
form of an electric current. 

“The problem is not one of electrical 
acience—that part of it has been solved— 
itt is one of industrial organization. 
Blectricity can be produced either from 
coal energy or from water energy; and 
the choice of a source depends entire! 
upon whether coal or water is aaa 
readily available. at the point where the 
generating station is to be built. 

“We dalready have thousands of elec- 
trical generating plants all over the 
céuntry. What is needed ts that the |

The whole thing would go to 
pieces if a single community could for- 
bid the erection of transmission lines 
within its boundaries or if different 
devices unsuitable for linking up with 
the main system, 

+A power so great as that which 
would be represented by a national eleo- 
trical supply industry could not be in- 
trusted t® the unrestricted cantrol of 
rrivate business. It wauld be absolutely 
necessary that the people of the coun- 
try, as represented by Congress, should 
exercise a@ regulating authority. 

“Our experience with the railroads 
has taught us that in enterprises whose 
very nature makes them more or less 
of a monopely with their own terrt- 
tories the public interest is best served 
if the final word rests with an author- 
ity outside the cirele of railroad offi- 
clals and we should fake to heart the 
lessons we have learned in recent years 
if we wish to have the country provided 
cn a unifarm plan with the electrical 
power it needs for its industrial, its civic 
and its home life.”

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COVER CEILING AT 
COLISEUM BAZAR 


Will Be Only Emblem So Hon~ 
ored at Affair for Teutonic 
War Sufferers. 


CLASSIC - DECORATIONS 


Hundreds of Special Displays, 
Stirring Music, Plays and Panto- 
mimes Among Features. 


The St. Louis War Relief Bazar to be 
held in the Coliseum Oct. 25-30, apart 
from its charitable and benevolent pur- 
poses, is designed to be an appropriate 
closing. of the Fall Festivities. 

For the last six months hundreds cf 
workers have been preparing for the 
bazar organized for the relief of the 
people of. Germany, Austria and Hun- 
gary who are suffering from the ef- 
fects of war. Practically complete plans 
were announced yesterday by the presi- 
dent of the St. Louls War Relief Asso- 
ciation, Frederick Widman. 

Entering the Coliseum from Washing- 
ton avenue, the visitors will pass n- 
der a monumental arch surmounted by 
an immense panoramic view of St. Louis 
with its emblematic mailed horseman. 
Immediately beyond will come into view 
the Brandenbtrger Gate of Berlin, one 
of the superb show-places of the Ger- 
man capital. Through this the road 
leads to Unter den Linden, a magnifi- 
cent thoroughfare, and in the middle 
distance are pergolas, pavilions and the 
Vienna Cafe. This fine vista closes 
with a beautiful replication of New 
York harbor, including a heroic size pro- 
duction of the Statue of Liberty. 

Several Hundred Special Displays. 

Booths for the exhibition of fancy ar- 
ticles, including enclosures of special 
displays to the number of several ‘hun- 
dred, are to be arranged at the north 
and on both sides of the immense oval 
in which the bazar is set. Here are the 
flower and. candy booths, ' automobile 
and piano displays, furniture collectioas, 
special arficles to be disposed of under 
the auspices of the Catholic, Lutheran, 
Evangelical, Jewish and other religious 
organizations: ~The Altenheim and the 
parcel post,’the. govlash kitchen and the 
Bavarian rathskeller, Blarney Castle 
and the fish pond, the prison for tardy 
bidders and the American Eagle. 

On the east side of the Coliseum will 
be erected'ag beautiful miniature Schiller 
Theater, where short plays and more 
pretentious theatrical performances vre 
to be given. Children’s pantomimes will 
be staged here and concerts by leading 
St. Louis musicians are to take place, 

The Vienna cafe at the’north end has 
been arranged to seat 400 diners. Just, 
beyond is a large well equipped danc- 
ing pavilion, where an orchestra will 
play afternoon and night. 

Celling an Immense American Flag. 

The entire ceiling of the Coliseum is 
to be an immense American flag. No 
other flag save that of the American re- 
public is to be displayed in this man- 
ner. The decorative scheme has been 
designed by a special body of experts, 
artists and artisans. The committee in 
charge is imbued with the idea that the 
bazar decorations and embellishments 
must equal, if not surpass, anything in 
this line ever seen in this part of the 
country. Harking back to classic days, 
there is to be a reproduction of the 
Froum Theodosius. 

Under the great St. Louis entrance 
there will be erected an immense band- 
stand, accommodating 100 musicians. 
This band will play afternoon and even- 
ing.

The political possibilities of the Bal- 
kan situation have been too frequently 
canvassed to offer opportunity for any 
fresh discussion. So far as it is pos- 
sible te judge, the political fs now giv- 
ing way to the military, and for the 
third time in three years the country 
south of the Danube is to be the field 
of battle between the little peoples 
whose first struggle against the Turk 
in 1912-13 led to the great world con- 
flagration. 

In any discussion of the military as- 
pects of the’ Balkan problem there are 
three distinct divisions that ‘must be 
recognized and described: The prob- 
able course of the Getman offensive 
against Servia; the natural course of 
the Bulgarian operations against her 
neighbor; the loBical direction. vf allied 
operations both to aid Servia and—for 
the Balkan problem must be viewed as a 
whole—toward* the ultimate conquest of 
Turkey and the seizure of Constantino- 
ple. At bottom the two conflicting pur- 
poses must be that of the Germans to 
reach and relieve the Turk, hard pressed 
by allied attacks on the Gallipoli Penin- 
sla, and of the talies to prevent the ar- 
rival of Germany at the Golden Horn in 
advance of the allied fleets, which are 
still held up at the Dardanelles. 

Taking the German operations first, a 
glance at the map will show that there 
are two posible courses open to Gen. 
Mackensen if, as rumor holds, the victor 
of Dunajec is to be sent to hack a way 
through Servia to Constantinople. The 
shortest and easiest route across Ser- 
via would be southward, crossing the 
Danube at Semendria ani following the 
valley of the Vardar to Nish and thence 
through Pirot to the Buigarian frontier 
west of Sofia. 

Historic Road to Turk Capital. 

Taking this route, the Germans would 
follow the line of the Oriental Rail- 
road, the only direct railroad from Ber- 
lin and Vienna to Constantinople. The 
value of the railroad in this, as in all 
other campaigns, cannot be too greatly 
emphasized. If Germany is successful 
in this war, this is the road by which 
she hopes to reach the Near East and 
win her ‘‘place in the sun.’’ 
~ By this same route, the Crusaders de- 
scended to Constantinople, and _ the 
Turks in their turn came west until 
they were halted under the walls of 
Vienna. Nish, the only considerable 
town on the route and the present cap- 
ial of Servia, was the btrthplace of 
Constantine the Great, and fell before 
the ‘frightfulness’’ of Attila. Between 
Nish and Semendria there is no consid- 
erable military obstacle and the dis- 
tance is not great, being some 150 miles. 

It is also possible that the Germans 
may attempt to invade Servia from the 
west, along the route followed by the 
Austrians in their two recent opera- 
tions. But both of these ended in dis- 
astrous rout, and the country is far 
less favorable for an invading army. 
In addition there are no railroads over 
the whole distance from the Bosnian 
frontier to the Vardar Valley, which 
would be reached about Nish. The 
country, too, has been wasted by pre- 
vious invasions, while the Vardar Val- 
ley, which is the garden of Servia, re- 
mains as yet untouched by war. 

Mackensen’s Probable Method. 

Judging by his past exploits, there 
is every reason to believe that Mack- 
ensen, having concentrated a consider- 
able’ army and accumulated an ove;:- 
whelming preponderance in artillery— 
that is, having organized another ‘‘pha- 
lanx” like that which broke the Rus- 
sians’ lines at Tarno—will force the 
Danube, crossing east of Helgrade, and 
endeavor to drive his way through the 
Serb defenses to Nish. He will have 
at his rear on the Hungarian side of 
the Danube several trunk lines, and he 
will be able to reconstruct the Semen- 
dria-Nish Railroad as he advances.

An observer who has been in the 
Marmora vicinity for 30 years, making 
close meteorological records, while 
admitting that the winter is not so 
agreeable for military achievemerits, 
describes what sort of weather may be 
}expected and gives these general ob- 
servations, in the Westminster Gazette: 

“To these who have relatives or 
friends at the Dardanelles, let them send 
good, strong. warm stockings for the 
tren, besides the usual waistcoats and 
mufflers: and as for creatute comforts, 
sweets, chocolate and tobacco, especially 
cigarettes. It its the Turks who will suf- 
fer from the cold: they cannot stand it 
long, and being fed generally mainly on 
bread, they have no stamina to meet 
cold weather. Most of their troops come 
from Warm climes.’’ ’ 

Noveatber Moet Glerious Month. 

November, according to this scientist, 
has a cold snap or two generally in the 
last week, but many people call it the 
trrost glorious month of the year. 
\batthe of Luke Bourgas was fought three 
years ago on the Sth, 6th and 7th of that 
month, in a storm of raging rain and 
sleet, succeeded by several nights of 
hard frost, which caused the death of 
rveny a wounded and neglected soldier. 
Another year there was a heavy snow- 
storm on Nov. 16-f%, yet after such set- 
backs the weather usually recovers and 
\grows warmer. 

‘No real winter meed be looked for, he 
says, till the middle of January, when 
there are heavy snows which have been 
known to lie six weeks, and with them 
come the gales which make the supply 
from the sea a difficult task. He points 
cut that of late years no great cold has 
visited the Marmora. 

One writer with the expedition has 
}eommented om the general expectation 
that there will be very arduous work for 
‘the destroyers, trawlers and picket 
beats, as well as for the larker ships 
when the gales begin to come up out 
of the southwest, and that undoubtedly 
is perfectly understood by all in charge 
of the operations. 


Defenders Making Most of Weather. 
On the other hand, defenders of the 


Straits are making the most of the 
weather probabilities to ericourage their 
supporters. For example, the Berlin 
Logal Anzeiger reports that Turks 
are expecting another furious at- 
tack “before the equinoctial storms ar- 
rive to prevent absolutely the continu- 
ance of the campaign till spring.” The 
Same paper says the equinoctial storms 
in this region, particularly in the Saros 
Bay, are very severe, adding, ‘the allies 
appreciate that even one south storm, 
which is inevitable, will be sufficient to 
prevent the landing of supplies and am- 
munition, the transfer of wounded to the 
ships and the carrying of water to the 
troops, for only the most powerful ships 
by the use of their power can withstand 
such a storm as every winter brings in 
Saros Bay, while the use of lizhters 
}and small boats is out of the question 
for days or weeks at a time.” 


CHINA NOW ANTIMONY CENTER 


| Metal Is Employed tm Treating Lead 
Used for Ammunition. 

HANEOW, China, Oct. 9.—As a result 
of the interruption of German industries, 
China has unexpectedly become the 
chief producer of antimony and Hankow 
is China’s chief antimony center. Be- 
fore the war there was one antimony 
plant in Hankow and it was not op- 
erated. 

More than half of the 4,000 tons of 
antimony required by the world last 
year was produced in China, chiefly in 
Hankow. The price of the metal is un- 
certain at all times and is now three 
times as great as before the opening of 
the war. 

Antimony is chiefly used in peace 
times by the printing trade. A slight 
amount of the metal is necessary in 
making type. It is also required in 
treating lead for use in ammunition,

WAR GRAFT EFFECTIVELY 
OVERCOME IN CANADA BY 
POTENT SHELL COMMITTEE 


By EARL HARDING.

MONTREAL, Oct. 9.—The graft and 
extravagance to be expected in hasty 
mobilization and equipment of a large 
army attended the early organization 
of Canada’s overseas forces. The 
qareers of two members of Parlia- 
ment have been ruined by war supply 
scandals, and investigations still go- 
ing on may land some Canadians in 
jail. But, considering the magnitude 
of opportunities for graft, and the 
extent of corruption in Canadian 
politics, the war record is not with- 
out credit to the country. 

Canada is in no temper now to 
stand for politics and graft. It clear- 
ly demonstrated this in the August 
election in Manitoba, where the vot- 
ers rose in wrath and made a clean 


sweep of the whole Conservative Gov- 
ernment—a smash{ng blow to the 
Eparty in power at Ottawa, because the 
Hon. “Bob” Rogers, Manitoba’s 
Charley Murphy, is Minister of Public 
Works in the Borden Cabinet, and an 
active politician of the present Gov- 
ernment. The sweepout in Manitoba 
was because of revelations of graft 
in building the Provincial Capitol—as 
bald a job as the notorious Capitol 
Building scandal of Harrisburg, Pa. 

The effect of the overturning at Win- 
nipeg to shatter the confidence of the 
Conservatives and quiet all the talk of 
their demanding this year a general 
election to give them a new lease of life 
for five years. 

Sir Wilfred Laurier at the outbreak 
of the war pledged the Liberals to sup- 
port the Borden Government in its war 
program. Party politics, always bit- 
terly partisan in Canada, were to be 
laid aside while the war lasted. But in 
the second war Parliament meeting last 
winter the Liberals forced investiga- 
tions that uncovered enough war sup- 
ply graft and mismanagement to afford 
the opposition all the campaign mate- 
rial it could Gesire. The opposition was 
morally bound, however, not to attempt 
to turn it to party advantage. 

Before the Manitoba election with its 
stinging rebuke “to the Conservatives, 
the far-seeing Bob Rogers and some of 
his followers were calling for a vote of 
confidence from the nation. The party 
has been in power in Ottawa for four 
years, and the general election is not 
until 1916. If the Conservatives waited 
until then defeat seemed certain, for 
the Borden Government has not been 
popular. The Borden Cabinet has been 
under fire similar to that directed 
against the Wilson Cabinet; defeat of 
reciprocity—the issue on which the Con- 
servatives won in 19ll—was followed vy 
hard times that had as little to do with 
the reciprocity issue as had depression 
in the United States with the Wilson 
p@icies. A general election in the 
midst of the war, with the Borden Gov- 
ernment back into power for another 
full term. 

Since the Manitoba defeat the most 
that Rogers politicians are suggesting 
is a coalition Cabinet. The Liberals will 
not listen to such a proposal so long as 
the Hon. Bob Rogers is part of the Con- 
servative ministry. And there is about 
as much chance of his being thrown 
overboard as for Charley Murphy to re- 
sign from Tammany Hall. Only one 
consideration, his friends say, could 
tempt him—appointment as Canadian 
High Commissioner to London, succeed- 
ing the late Lord Strathcona. Some am- 
bition for a one-time country storekeep- 
er and machine politician! 

The political parties of Canada are 
goday really in an armed truce, co-op- 
erating with each other in the war, but 
watching, each other none too trust- 
ingly. 

Liberals Forced Investigation. 

Two genuine scandals and a great 
deal of ugly gossip concerning alleged 
graft by men high in the Government 
have resulted from the investigations 
forced last spring by the Liberals in 
Parliament. Sir Charles Davidson, 
‘former Chief Justice of Canada, heads 
the commission of three,Judges ap- 
pointed by Parliament to investigate 
every war contract in the Dominion. 

The most flagrant frauds upon the 
|'Government were discovered in the 
purchasing of army, remounts ¢« in 
Kings County, Nova Scotia. David 
Harum would have found @ school 6f 
instruction there. Some of the “Blue- 
nese” farmers chuckled in high glee on 
the witness stand confessing unblush- 
ingly that they had ‘‘done” the Gov- 
ernment in a “hos” trade. 


Any old spavined, ring-boned nag with 
four legs and one good eye could be 
worked off on the Government through 
the right channels—channels that led 
close to the officialdom. Animals that 
had been rejected as too old for the 
Boer war brought fancy prices. One 
man was quoted as expressing delight 
that he had made a sale, since he wag 
going to shoot the animal rather than 
lead it back home. 


Another witness testified that the 
horse he sold the Government was all 
right so long as he was on his feet, but 
“sometimes had to be helped up when 
he got down.”” 

‘How often did you have to help him 
up?” inquired the Commissioner. 

“Not oftener than he fell down,” was 
the unperturbed answer.

The department sent over- 
shoes, but Gen. Anderson, in command 


of the Canadian contingent,. replied that 


he didn’t want overshoes, * but Mae 
proof boots. Those furnished at th 
ginning of the war were too light’ 
too hurriedly made. 

The Ross rifle, product of a factory at 
Quebec, was adopted as the regulation 
equipment in spite of protests of some 
officers who declared it would not stand 
continuous firing. Private reports from 
England that the rifle has been rejected 
by the British Government are denied at 
Ottawa, where it is officially explained 
that the trouble was with American-

made ammunftion. Too much alloy in 
the cartridges, it is explained, caused ex- 
pansion and jamming when the gun be- 
came heated. It is stated at Ottawa 
that the Ross barrels are being reamed 
at the rate of 5000 a day to remedy this 
defect. Nevertheless there has been in 
letters from the front the most bitter 
criticism of the equipment. Soldiers de- 
clare that they have thrown their guns 
away when they could pick up other 
makes on the field, and that some of the 
bayonets were of such poor steel that 
they bent in action.

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A STEADY DECLINE 


IN BANK CLEARINGS 
MONTREAL, Oct. 9. 

ANADIAN bank clearings 

( have averaged, since the 

outbreak of the war $130,536,- 

365 less per month than for the pe- 

riod preceding hostilities, a decline 

of 17.6 per cent.

National Steel Co., at Hamilton, Is 
making. 1200 21-ton cars for France and 
all the steel kitchen cars for the Brit- 
ish army. 

Aside from the Russian order, con- 
tracts for more than $250,000,000 of mu- 
nitions and $50,000,000 of army supplies 
have been placed in the Dominion. 

Canadian manufacturers have at- 
tained ‘a high degree of efficiency In 
shell making. The Steel Co. of Canada 
boasts of rejection of only 62 shells out 
of deliveries of 606,000. American man- 
ufacturers have sent experts to Can- 
adian plants to copy methods institut- 
ed by the Shell Committee. 

Under encouragement of. the Shell 
Committee zinc and copper smelting 
plants have just been opened in Wel- 
land, with the object of making the 
Dominion independent of the United 
States in this important element of 
warfare. 

System of Payment. * 


The system of payment differs from 
the practice in the States. The Shell 
Committee does not advance 25 per cent 
of the contract price on shell orders, 
but delivers the raw materials, freight 
paid, at the manufacturer’s siding. 
While his only expense is his payroll 
and overhead charge, he cannot pay for 
his plant, as have some American man- 
ufacturers, out of an advance from the 
Government. On the 10th of each month 
the Shell Committee pays the manufac- 
turer for all the finished work that has 
passed inspection. 

The object of the Shell Committee has 
been to establish a liberal but fair mar- 
gin of profit for the manufacturer. Com- 
petitive bids were called for in the 
beginning. These were averaged and 
a fixed price was set for everyone's 
work. Fluctuations in cost of raw ma- 
terials fall on the Government, not on 
the contractor, whose sole undetermined 
cost is the price of labor. : 

War Stocks Boom. 

The prices of Canadian “‘war stocks” 
began to respond in April to the pros- 
pects of prosperous times, but not until 
the July-August spurt did Canada be- 
gin to realize the possibilities of its 
securities market. Dominion Iron and 
Steel Corporation, which had dropped 
from above 6 to a minimum of 2, 
moved up as high as 4 in August on 
the strength of profits from _ toluol 
manufacture, the chartering of its ships 
to the Government and the largest out- 
put of both coal and steel in the com- 
pany’s history. The company is getting 
a share of rail orders from South Af- 
rica and Australia. 

Canadian Car and Foundry, which 
was taken up on the New York curb, 
moved from the minimum of 50 to 
around 110. Dominion Bridge, the first 
to boom in the Canadian market, ad- 
vanced from 107 to 150; and Nova Sco- 
tia Steel, whose president i8 also a 
member of the Shell Committee, jumped 
from 45 to 90; Steel of Canada, which 
had sold below 10, by August had 
reached 35; Canadian Locomotive, which 
has a large contract for timers, rose 
from its minimum at 30 to above:50.

Reorganization Committee Is 
Said to Be About Ready to 
Apply for Dissolution. 


Although no reports have been re- 
ceived in St. Louis by the receivers in- 
dicating that the receivership of the 
Wabash railroad will be terminated 
within two weeks, reports from New 
York yesterday stated that the reor- 
ganization committeé, which has been 
working out a plan to refinance the 


Wabash, was about ready to apply to 
the Court for a dissolution of the re-, 
ceivership. 

Yesterday was the last day for the 
bondholders of the Wabash to pay their, 
assessments Of $654.82 on each $1000 bond, 
Winslow 8. Pierce, chairman of the re- 
organization committee, was quoted as 
saying that 97 per cent had paid. 

The reorganization committee, at the 
expiraticn of the time for the stock- 
holders to pay their assessments of $30 
a share, also announced that 30 per 
ent of the stockholders had paid up, 
but it later developed that only four 
per cent had paid up, and that the 
amount realized from the stockholders. 
was only about $1,100,000. 

Necessary to Raise $27,700,000. 

It will be necessary to raise $27,700,000 
tc carry out the plans of the Wabash 
reorganization. It was the plan of the 
reorganization committee to raise this 
sum by a $30 a share assessment on the 
$92,000,000 of outstanding stock, ana 
when that plan failed it was decided 
to leavy an assessment in. excess of 65 
per cent upon the first and refunding 
mortgage bonds, amountingfi to $40,- 
600, 000. 

The banking firm of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., of New York, and other bankers, 
will provide the deficiency in funds to 
raise the $27,720,000 after the reports 
are received from the assessment of the | 
bonds. 

The reorganization committee, which 
bought the -Wabash uncer mortgage 
foreclosure recently, has not vet paid 
the purchase price of $18,000,000, but has 
until Oct. 20 to make the payment. The 
sale of the road was confirmed by the

The October business also has been 
heavy, and the receivers expect to be 
able to turn the road over to the new 
company in a paying condition.

Eiemployed in Missouri in Janu- 
‘ary, Says Bulletin. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 9.-—-The child 
labor law of 1911 bas resulted in a strik- 
ing decrease in the number of children 
employed in Missouri, according to a 
bulletin issued today by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. The bulletin says: “In 
January, 1913, out of 214,701 boys from 1° 
to 15 years in Missouri probably not 


ssaliaicias and all these were more 
than 14 years old. This was a decided 
improvement over 1910, when out of a 
total of 195,000 boys from 10 to 15 years 
old, 44,000, or 22.7 -per cent, were em- 
ployed. 

‘Indications are that in January, 1915, | 
only about 2500 girls between 14 and 15 
years old, and none under the former 
age, were forced to work. The popula- 
tion of girls between 10 and 15 years 


was then supposed to be.211,000. In 1910f

BALLOON TO RISE 
‘FROM MID-RIVER 
TODAY'S CARNIVAL 


Parade of 118 Decorated Motor 
Craft, and Racing Events, 
‘Will Follow.

A balloon ascension from .a. barge 
in the middle of the Mississippi, at 
2 o’clock this afternoon, will be the 
chief feature of the Mississippi River 
Carnival, to be held under the aus- 
pices of the Business Men’s League, 
as an afterpiece to the festivities of 
Veiled Prophet and Fair week. The 
carnival will be held on the river, 
between the Eads Bridge and the 
Free Bridge. 

H. E. Honeywell, who won second 
prize in the national race from 
Wichita last week, will be pilot of 
the balloon “New St. Louis,” and Miss 
Edna Kiel, the Mayor’s daughter, 
and Mrs. William A: Logan, are an- 
nounced as his passengers. Miss 
Kiel has made a previous ascent 
with Honeywell. 

Following the balloon ascension, 
the parade of decorated motor craft 
will begin. One hundred and eigh- 
teen boats are listed in this parade, 
from 15 to 60 feet in length, and 
one entry, the “Club-House,” is 110 
feet long. Six silver‘ cups will be 
awarded by the judges, R. P. Bring- 
hurst, F. EB. A. Curley and J. M. Haas. 

A series of racing events will fol- 
low. The first will be a six-oar row- 
ing race, from the Eads to the Free 
Bridge, between boat club crews. 
Next will. be a 12-oar cutter race be- 
tween the Missouri Naval Reserve 
and the Alton division of the Illinois 
Naval Militia. Four speedboat races 
will follow. 

Boy scouts will keep persons along 
the levee, and -on the Bridge, in- 
formed of the day’s events. The 
boys will distribute 7000 pageant 
pennants, left from the Forest Park 
event of a year and a half ago, as 
souvenirs, to the earlfest arrivals. 
About 38000 of the pennants will be 
used to decorate the boats. Moving 
pictures of the évents will be made 
from speed boats.

Officers of the Central Civic Coun- 
cfl yesterday notified the 16 improve- 
ment associations in the Council of 
the program for the betterment of 
St. Louls adopted by the delegates 
at their first meeting this week. 

All the 19 movements set forth will 
be pushed by the Coancil and by most 
of the individual associations. Neigh- 
borhood movements will also be taken 
up and backed by the Council on the 
application of any improvement asso- 
ciation.’ The following is the pro- 
gram announced: 

Support of the merit and efficiency 
system. 

Support of the work of city plan- 
ning for St. Louis. 

Support of a general bond issue for 
needed public improvements. 

Investigation of all franchise pro- 
posals. 

Collection of rubbish and ashes by 
the city. 

Constructiop of a municipal ga- 
bage reduction plant. 

Enforcement of the laws for better 
housing. 

Support of the movement to abolish 
grade crossings. 

Extension and improvement of the 
United Railways service. 

Development of a municipally- 
owned river front railway. 

The question of the segregation of 
negroes. 

The sprinkling and oiling of pub- 
lic streets by the city instead of by 
contract. 

A municipal lighting plant for light- 
ing streets, alleys and public build- 
ings. 

Better provisions for weed cutting. 

Providing for the removal of snow 
and ice from sidewalks. 

Street tree planting by assessments 
against abutting property. 

Supervision of places 
amusement. 

Additional public comfort stations. 

Improvement of the sewer system. 

In addition the Council has re- 
solved to support bills just intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen for 
the improvement of the four public 
markets, placing them under the 
authority of the Health Commis- 
sioner instead of the Comptroller. 
Another bill designed to control ef- 
fectively advertising on property 
without the consent of the owner 
will also be supported hy the Council.

WAR CAUSING STORKS TO 
MIGRATE TO EAST PRUSSIA 


Noise of War, It Is Believed Has 
Driven Them From France, Bel- 
stum and Poland. 


BERLIN, Oct. 9—A French stork 
recently has been discovered in East 
Prussia. It proved to be from France 
by a ring fastened around its leg—a 
device that has been adopted by or- 
nithological societies in Europe for 
studying the migrations of birds. 

At the same time it is reported that 
the storks have entirely deserted the 
regions of France and Belgium where 
fighting has been going on this year. 
When this fact was first made known 
it was hoped that the French and 
'Belgian birds would seek new homes 
in the Rhine country of Germany; 
but this appears to have occurred only 
to a slight extent. It is regarded 
probable that many of them have 
gone to Hast Prussia, as some regions 
there have far more than their usual 
numbers. 

It is also assumed that the storks 
which have been driven out of Rus- 
sian Poland also by the noise of war, 
have largely sought new homes in 
East Prussia.

Concessionaires at Grand and 
Olive Close Booths When 
Games of Chance Are Barred. 


Two police captains last night put the 
lid on a street carnival which was to 
have opened in ‘the neighborhood of 
Grand avenue and Olive street.

$4,000,000 Contract Now Prac- 
tically Completed by Pick- 
rel Walnut Co. 


PLANT GUARDED AT NIGHT 


East St. Louis Concern Also Has 
Large Contracts for Stocks, 
It Is Learned. 


Two large contracts for the manufac- 
ture of rifle stocks for the English 
ermy are being filled by St. Louis and 
East St. Louis factories, it was learned 
yesterday by Post-Dispatch reporters. 

Ray E. Pickrel, president of the Pick 
rel Walnut Co., 40% Clara avenue, ad- 
mitted that his company had a contract 
for more than 2,000,000 stocks, and tha* 
the total cost was about $4,000,000. H. i. 
Fletcher, son of the president of the 
Walnut Co., said that 
firm had a contract for 200,000 rifle 
stocks, to cost about $1 each. 

Both plants are operating with armed 
guards on duty to keep strangers from 
entering the premises. ~ 

Pickrel said he did not know which 
of the allies was getting the rifle 
stocks, as his contract had been 
made through a broker. 

For nearly six months the plant, 
which is -one block wide and two 
blocks long, has been working day 
and night. Pickrel said he expected 
to increase the number of employes 
in the near future. 

High Fence Around Plant, 

Since the company began work on 
the war contract a barbed wire fence 
six feet high has been built around 
the entire plant. At the top the fence 
is so constructed that one barbed 
wire extends several inches to the 
outside and another several inches to 
the inside of the fence line, and an- 
other several inches to the inside of 
the fence line, and another wire is 
midway between the two and about 
six inches above them. This creates 
an almost “unclimbable” fence.”

every county in the State among county officials, and in nearly every 


city and town 4mong local officials. 


' The records contain an amazing list of sons, wives, sisters-in-law, 
daughters, brothers-in-law, cousins, brothers, fathers, nieces, sons-in-law, 
nephews, uncles and half-brothers who are placed in jobs as soon as their 
relatives become elected or are appointed to lucrative positions. 

There has developed a somewhat popular belief, because State offices 


now are filled with Democrats, that 


nepotism is a particular liability of 


the Democratic party; but investigations made by Post-Dispatch corre- 


spondents show that the practice is 


in power as it is among Democrats. 


In just one place in the State of Mis- 
sourl was there found a prohibition 


‘ against nepotism. That was in Joplin, 


which is under commission form of gov- 
ernment, and where the city charter in a 
particularly strong section places a ban 
on nepotism which seemingly cannot be 
evaded. The Joplin charter says: 

“Tt shall be uniawfu: for any officer 
of such city to vote for appointment 
or to appoint any person related to 
him or to any member of the City 
Council by affinity or consanguinity 
within the third degree, or to any 
clerkship, office, position, employ- 
ment or duty in such city or any of 
its departments; any violation of this 
section shall ipso facto render va- 
cant the office of the person violat- 
ing it; and no person appointed in vi- 
Olation of this section shall receive 
the compensation of the office to 
which he is so unlawfully appointed.”’ 
A study of the history of nepotism in 


Missouri shows that it has existed fron. 


about 1820, when Missouri became a 
State. It has been practiced in State 
offices, in county office, township offices, 
city and even villages offices. It has 
been most common in every session of 
the Legislature, where it is the practice 
to load the legislative payrolis with 300 
to 500 clerks and janitors, when not to 
exceed 76 would be able to do all of the 


work required, A large proportion of 


these are relatives of members. 

"This explains the principal reason wh) 
reformers never have been able to get 
an anti-nepotism law passed in Missouri, 
though it is generally conceded that 
nepotism is expensive, and makes for in- 
efficiency in public service.

NSTANCES of nepotism in the St.

REQUEST THAT HE 
RUN FOR GOVERNOR 


First Intimation That He Might 
Sidestep Race With Dickey 
for Senatorial Nomination. 


Twenty Republicans of St. Louis and 
nearby counties, at a meeting yester- 
day afternoon in the office of John H. 
Curran, who was State Immigration 
Commissioner during the administra- 
tion of former Gov. Hadley, launched 
a Hadley-for-Governor boom. Curran 
said Hadley had not been consulted and 
did not know the meeting was to be 
held. ; 

«. telegram was sent to Hadley after 
the meeting asking him to be a candi- 
date for the nomination for Governor. 

Hadley has been considered a candi- 
date for the nomination for United 
States Senator. He told a Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent in Kansas City, 
who informed him of the St. Louis 
meeting, that he was not prepared to 
say whether he would be a candidate 
for any office, but that*he would give 
serious consideration to the request 
from the Republicans who met in St. 
Louls. 

Hadley Concerned About His Health. 

“I want to find out two things,” Had- 
ley said, “before making any public 
declaration as to my plans for the fu- 
ture. I must find out whether or not 
lt am going to have good health and if 
so, which office my becoming @ candi- 
date for would contribute most to the 
success of the party. 

“I had not*thought of becoming a 
candidate for Governor and this is the 
first intimation I have received of such 
@ movement being started. I did not 
even know that such a thing had been 
contemplated. While I am not dis- 
posed favorably to the plan of my ‘St. 
Louls friends, I would consider it in 
connection with the candidacy, of which 
I hope shortly to make some public 
announcement.” 

The former Governor said that he felt 
in better health than at any time during 
is absence in Colorado, where he has 
been for 14 months. 

The pos-ibility of Aadiey becoming a 


of Kansas City, former chairman of thé 
Republican State Committee, who has 
been making an active campaign for 
the senatorship for nearly a year. Dick- 
ey has almost the solid Republican or- 
ganization for him and has held Dickey 
meetings in nearly all the congressional 
fistricts of the State. Hadley’s friends 
fear that he would find it difficult to 
defeat Dickey for the nomination, ? 

The campaign for the governorship, 
however, has not assumed a definite 
shape, and there Is talk now that Had 
ley will have a better opportunity to win 
that than he would have to win the 
senatorial nomination, 

The Republican organisation is favor- 
able to E. BE. E. McJimsey of Spring- 
field for the gubernatorial nomination, 
but the MoJimsey campaign has not 
progressed far enough to prevent anoth 
er candidate from winning over some of 
the leaders whe now appear disposed to 
support McJimsey. 

At the meeting in Curran’s office 
money was subscribed to pay the pre- 
liminary expenses of the Hadley boom.

LONDON, Oct. §8.—How Lieut. @’Oyly 
Hughes, attached to a British subma- 
rine operating in the Sea of Marmora, 
swam from the craft, pushing ahead of 
him a raft bearing explosives, with 
which he made a breach itn the Turk- 
ish railway skirting the beach, is relat- 
ed in an official report given out. here, 
which says: 

“His weapons consisted of an auto- 
matic service pistol and a ,sharpened 
bayonet. He also oarried an electric 
torch and a whistle. The cliffs proved 
to be unscalable at the first point of 
landing. He, therefore, relaupched his 
raft until a less precipitous spot could 
be reached * * * and after a stiff climb 
anf a considerable march he reached 
the railway.”

Thousands of Persons Cheer at 
Ceremony Marking End of 
Old Bonded Indebtedness.

CLINTON, Mo., Oct. 9.—A match ap- 
plied to a heap of lithographed paper 
in a big iron caldron, prepared for the 
purpose, started a fire here today that 
effaced the $625,000 in railroad bonded 
indebtedness that Henry County ac- 
quired nearly half a century ago. Thou- 
gands of persons came from all parts of 
the county to witness the conflagra- 
tion. As the smoke rose the people 
cheered and the band played “‘There’ll 
Be a Hot Time in the Old Town To- 
night.”’ 

It was 48 years ago that Henry, Cass 
and St. Clair counties were caught in 
the net strung by the promoters of the 
old Lebo & Neosho Railroad. In those 
days county courts were permitted to 
issue bonds to pay for stock in such 
. enterprise. Henry County too what 
became in 1882, as the result of a com- 
promise on a basis of 75 cents on the 
dollar, a bonded debt of $525,000. 

Of this amount, $200,000 was for the 
Memphis and Clinton branch, which 
never was built. The remainder was 
for the building of what is now the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railroad.

Mayor Kiel, after lying quiet in

ANDERSUN WINS 
ASTOR GUP IN 
JOU-MILE RACE 


Both He and Tom Rooney, Who 
Is Second, Break World’s 
Records for Speed. 


NEW YORK, Oct. §.—Gil Anderson 
won the 350-mile race for the Astor 
Cup at the New Sheepshead Bay 
Speedway today in the fastest and 
one of the closest automobile con- 
tests ever held. Cash prizes amounted 
to $60,000. 

Anderson’s time was three hours, 
24 minutes, 42 seconds, which was 10 
minutes and 43.38 seconds better than 
the world’s record made at Chicago. 

Tom Rooney was second in 8:25:29, 
also beating the former record of 
3:35:25.88. 

Bob Burman was third at 846 miles 
when engine trouble forced him to 
stop during attempts to catch 
Rooney. 

Edward O’Donnell who was between 
seventh and fifth place during the 
first 300 miles sprinted into third 
place in the last ten miles. He fin- 
ished in 3:39:55, 16 minutes and 13 
seconds behind Anderson. 


Resta and Cooper Forced Out. 

Resta and Cooper, who were later 
forced out of the race, alternated in 
the lead for the first 100 miles, An- 
derson then held the lead to the one- 
hundred and seventh-fifth mile when 
J. Aitken passed him. A broken valve 
put Aitken’s car out tn the. two- 
hundred and forty-first mile and 
soon after this Anderson ,took the 
lead and held it.to the finish. * 

P. Henderson waa,fourth, Tom Al- 
ley fifth.and Carl Limberg sixth. 

A gredt throng in the stands cheered 
the racers as they sped around the two- 
mile track, which is on the site of the 
old Sheepshead .Bay racetrack. Twenty 
of the speediest automobiles in the world 
started. . 

Barney Oldfield was forced out of 
the race on the sixteenth mile on ac- 
count of a broken piston rod. 

An accident also forced Mulford out 


At 60 miles, Anderson was leading, 
His time was 34m. 28s., an average 
of 104.40 miles an hour, Burman was 
second and Rooney third. 

At 100 miles Resta was leading, his 
time being 57m. 26s8., an average of 
104.47 miles an hour. Rooney was 
second and Anderson third.

' World’s Record Broken, 

The officials announced at the end of 
180 miles that Anderson, who was lead- 
ing, Was many seconds ahead of the 
world’s record for cars of 300 cubic 
‘sches displacement, 

De Palma dropped out at the 206th 
mile on account. of engine trouble. He 
was then fifth in the race, 

At the 240th mile Aitkin was leading. 
His time was 2:20:28 seconds, an aver- 
age of 102.51 miles. Rooney was second 
and Burman third. Aitken was sstil] 
ahead of the world’s record at the 240th 
mile, but was forced to drop out of the 
race at the 24lst miles by a broken valve. 
At 200 miles'‘Aitken was leading by 
one minute and one second. His time 
was 1 hour, 66 minutes and 21 sec- 
onds, an average of 193.14 miles. This 
wos a new world’s record, the best 
previeus time being 2:02:16.17, made 
at Chicago. Anderson was second and 
Rooney third.

At the 260th mile Burman, Anderson 
and Rooney were tied. Their time was 
2:34:13, a@ new world’s record. 

At the 280th mile Anderson was 
leading Rooney by less than two 
miles. Burman was about four miles 
behind Anderson, whose time was 
2:45:53, an average of 102.61 miles. 
The leader was far aher’? of the 
world’s record. 

At the 300th mile Anderson was lead- 
ing. His time was 2h. 65m. 82s, breaking 
the world’s record of 3:03;49.24 for 300 
miles, made at Chicago. Rooney was 
second, 4m. 16s. behind. Burman was 
third Anderson's average time for the 
300 miles was 102.56 miles an hour.

ens. 

On Washington's side, Capt. Poge 
Lewis, as daring a Piker as ever 
fought to the last ditch with the 
wearers of the maroon, stood out as 
the unmistakable hero of the battle. 
Lewis was chiefly responsible for all 
the points and he accomplished his 
end in spite of the proversial hoodoo 
that attaches itself to the number 
ae. hat was Lewis’ numerical 
identification and that was the sum 
total of his team’s point-getting.

A bold dash through an open field

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., October 9.—Boston evened the world’s 
series today, winning by 2 to 1 a game that they should have won 
by at least five runs. 
They won on sheer superiority, after they had been out-guess- 
ed, out-generalled and almost stopped by Moran, who made a quick 
shift and sent Erskine Mayer against the Sox. He came near 


winning even though everything was against him.

First Exhibit of 1916 Models 
Made in St. Louis Results in 
Many Sales and Agency 
Appointments. 


The ninth annual St. Louis auto- 
mobile show at Forest Park High- 
lands closed last night at 11 o'clock, 
amid* the loud blowing of auto- 
mobile horns. The show was pro- 
nounced by all the participants to 
have been the most successful in the 
history of the St. Louis Automobile 
Manufacturers and Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. The attendance was larger than 
at any previous show by approximately 
25 per cent. Practically every exbtib- 
itor sold cars at the show and all of 
them gathered the names of many 
prospective buyers of cars who will 
be visited in the months to come, 

Joseph A. Schlecht, who was chair- 
man of the show committee, expressed 
the show. 

“The ninth annual show,’ said Mr. 
Schlecht, “was the best attended we 
have ever had and cars were sold by 
every exhibitor. Even the electric 
men made sales to a greater degree 
than usual. The show was smoothly 
conducted and I know of no dissatis- 
faction. The show committee found 
the work of handling an automobile 
how a real man’s job and I assure 
you that I ameglad that it is over.”’ 

Color Schemes Unuszual. 

While it is impossible at this time 
to even estimate what the returns 
from the show will be, it is the opin- 
ion of members of the show commit- 
tee that the rebate to be paid to 
members of the association will be 
fully as large as that at any previous 
show. 

The St. Louls show fs not run for 
profit and the exhibitors are glad to 
get back from 50 to 70 per cent of 
the amount they invest for space. 
There was only one show in which an 
actual profit was made and that was 
the one at the First Regiment Armory 
where the return was 104 per cent 
to the exhibitors. fince that time the 
rebates have gone under 70 per cent. 

The St. Louis show was the first 
public exhibition In the United States 
of the 1916 models and some of the 
cars displayed were real revelations 
to the public. Never before in the 
history of the automobile . business 
has there been as much attention to 
the body building art as that shown 
by the 1916 models. 

Up to this time it has been a task 
fon the manufacturers to perfect their 
motors and other mechanical parts of 
the car, so much so that attention had 
not been given to classic lines for the 
bodies. While the 1916 show  ex- 
hibited a number of multiple cylin- 
der cars, motors with eight and twelve 
cylinders, these motors are not con- 
sidered as innovations but rather as 
natural developments of four and 
six cylinder motors already per- 
fected. 

Artistic Bodies Featured. 

Probably the most striking feature 
of the St. Louls show was the devel- 
opment of the winter weather car. 
Nearly every exhibitor showed some 
type of convertible winter body for 
the open weather car. There were at- 
tachable sedan and coupe tops which 
could be put on quickly for bad 
weather use and there were convert- 
ible tops which were a permanent 
part of the car but which could be 
put out of sight when desired. 

There were also many innovations 
in seating arrangements. The divid- 
ed front seat was shown by nearly all 
of the exhibitors and the three seated 
or clover-leaf roadster was displayed 
by many of them. 

Good Show Rebate Expected. 

Probably the most striking inno- 
vation at the show was the develop- 
ment of the color schemes for cars. 
There were purple, maroon, green 
and brown paint jobs that were a 
joy to the eye. It was possible for 
& woman to select a car, if she chose, 
that would exactly match her scheme 
of dress. Nearly all of the manufact- 
urers are permitting owners to 
specify color schemes both as to paint 
and upholstery.

Will Extend CoalTraffic

it was announced yesterday by offi- 
clals of the Wiggins Ferry Co. that a 


} modern river coal terminal would be 


erected shortly in East St. Louis at 
the foot of Trendley avenue. While 
the cost has not yet been fully deter- 
mined, the type of construction has 
been virtually decided on and it is 
stated that the plant will be in opera- 
tion in the early spring. 

The company’s decision to erect the 
coal tipple is a result of the agitation 
for modern river terminals and for the 
purpose of supplying an additional out- 
let for the enormous production of coal 
in Southern Illinois. Through a system 
of belt lines in the East St. Louis in- 
dustrial district, every coal. mine in 
Southern Illinois will have rail con- 
rections with the Wiggins Terry Co. 
terminal. 

The coal will be brought to the, ter- 
minal in dump-bottom cars and trans- 


ferred to a tram car, which will auto- 
matically deposit its contents onto a 
barge. The terminal will be construct- 
ed so ag to accommodate itself to the 
varying stages of the river, and the com- 
pany’s engineers say that this device 
for coal handling will make it possible 
to transfer coal from cars to barges at 
the rate of one car every 20 minutes. 

The recent revival of interest in the 
Mississippi River as a highway of com- 
merce, together with the fact that 
Southern Illinois is producing a quan- 
tity of high-grade coa! far in excess of 
the industrial needs of the St. Louis- 
East St. Louis district, are given as 
reasons for the establishment of this 
terminal. In St. Clair County alone 
there are 10,000,000 tons of coal mined 
annually, and many of the cities along 
the Mississippi River have been eén- 
deavoring to devise means of getting 
this coal by water. 


ANOTHER STORY 
WILL BE-ADDED 10

Administration Defense 


Policy Based on Needs 


of World Pow=r; Standing and Reserve 
Army of 500,000 Froposed. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The admin- 


istration’s national defense policy wil! 
be based upon the requirements of the 
United States as a world power, instead 
of upon a haphazard scheme of getting 


out of Congress as much money as pos- 
sible, with no particular bearing upon 
the future development of the service. 

It is the purpose of the President and 
his advisers to perfect a scheme of na- 
tiona] defense which will fit in with the 
nation’s diplomacy and which will be 
strong enough to support the position 
that the Government may deem is nec- 
essary to take from time to time. 

In line with this reasoning, the Presi- 
dent and his advisers have agreed that 
the United States as an isolated Power 
'must have a navy large enough to pro 
tect it against any potentia) foe until 
the army should have an opportunity 
of establishing a great fighting force 
to be used wherever needed. 

In carrying out this combination of 
diplomacy and military preparedness it 
will be the purpose of the administra- 
tion to enlarge the navy without delay, 
| 80 that it wil] be strong enough to guar- 
antee protection from attack, either from 
ithe Far Bast or from Burope. For this 

reason, the navy will get the principa! 
i consideration in the new policy, which 
will be laid before Congress in Decem- 
ber. 


Army Not to Be Slighted. 

The President is convinced that a 
navy cannot be built in six months or 
six years, and that it must stand ready 
at any moment to hold the seas while 
the land forces are being organized on 
a great scale. 

This does not mean that the army 
is to be slighted. It means merely 
that the most imperative step wil) 
be taken first. Elsewhere in this dis- 
patch is given exclusive details of 
the scheme which Secretary Garri- 
son has evolved for creating a skele- 
ton army which could be turned intc 
a great fighting force within a year. 

It is the theory of the administra- 
tlon that if war should come to ths 
United States, two great fleets would 
protect the country while the regular 
army was being used as nucleus to 
ruild up a fighting force of 1,000,000 
or 2,000,000 men, or as many as might 
be needed to meet the crisis. 

It is in line with this policy that 
President Wilson will ask the next 
Congress to act, and he is deter- 
mined to use all of his force to get 
the support of the country to his 
program, 

Secretary Daniels said today that 
he would strongly recommend to 
Congress that provision be made for 
research and experimental work, 
such as is outlined in the plan pro- 
posed by the naval consulting board 
after its meeting here yesterday. 
The Navy Secretary said he did not 
eare to say definitely whether he 
will tnclude in his estimates this fall 
the full $5,000,000 initial cost for 
buildings and equipment, as recom- 
mended by the Edison board, but it 
probably will not all be needed at 
once. 

Laboratory Is a Necessity. 

Members of the board and naval 
experts are firmly convinced that an 
adequate research and experimental 
laboratory igs an absolute necessity 
if the American navy is to compete 
with those of other great world Pow- 
ers. 


Secretary Daniels indicated today 
that one feature of the national de- 
tense program of the navy is*to pro- 
vide a large and fully equipped navy 
yard on the Pacific Coast capabie of 
constructing the largest warship. 

In a statement regarding aviation 
work in the ‘navy, Secretary Daniels 
announced that the first dirigible bal- 
loon built for the navy by the Con- 
recticut Aircraft factory reached the 
neronautic station at Pensacola, Fia., 
‘Jct.

Plans to Reorgapize Army. 

The plans which Secretary Garrison 
and the General Board have evolved 
fer the reorganization of the army have 
been sent.to the White House. 

Next week the President and Secre- 
tary Garrison will analyze them in all 
details. Before the end of the week, 
the President is expected to decide 
whether he will support them in their 
entirety. 

In round numbers, the Garrison plan 
purposes an expenditure of approxi 
mately $250,000,000, an immediate in- 
crease of approximately 2,000 men an¢é 
a scheme of reorganization for the mill- 
tia and reserve, whereby 376,000 addi- 
tional men may be called te the colors 
over night. 

The plan proposes a complete reor- 
ganization of the militia system where- 
by, with the assistance of the Federai 
Government, every state will be expeéct- 
ed to put its organization en a real 
military basis so that the men will 
measure up faverably with the regu- 
lars. ’ 

The reserve army will be composed 
of former regulars who have served 
short enlistments and have retired to 
private life equipped with a thorough 
military training. 

New Army of 125,000 Men, 

The present standing army is limited 
by law to 100,000 men. It is usually 
from 1000 to 3000 short of this number. 
The shortage is due to changes in en- 
listments and various other causes. The 
new army will be composed of 125,000. 

While the numerical increase is not 
expected to satisfy the people who in- 
sist on a great standing army, the opin- 
ion at the War Deartment is that the 
general reorganization will mean that 
the American army hereafter will ac- 
tually number 500,000 men. 

Every fortification on the coast will 
be strengthened. Several batteries of 16- 
inch guns will] be added to the New York 
fortifications so that it will be impossi- 
ble for a fleet to bombard the city ef- 
fectively. 

A powerful] fort, one that will measure 
up with Gibraltar, will be constructed at 
tne mouth of the Chesapeake, so that 
the Potomac and Washington will be 
safe from any fleet.

Every 
unfortified landing on both coasts will 
be protected by heavy batteries. The 
garrisons for these batteries are not pro- 
vided in the present scheme.

‘Enemy Gets Into Delaware Bay 
and “Blue” Ships in Theory 
Are Swept From Sea. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Admiral 
Fletcher’s “blue” fleet which for tne 
last week has been defending the east- 
ern coast of the United States from 
an attacking “red” fleet under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Knight, has 
been defeated, according to an an- 
nouncement made today by Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels. The attacking 
fleet, forced an entrance in the Dela- 
ware Bay last night and the war game 
was declared concluded. 

Rear Admiral Knight's fleet had 
been given unti] Oct. 15 to effect a 
landing 

This is the second successive time the 
naval defense of the Atlantic coast has 
been smashed. In the maneuvers last 
spring, Rear Admiral Beatty’s “red” 


|} fleet broke through the “blue’’ defense 


and established a base in Chesapeake 


Bay. 
Details Not Available. 

Details of the disaster which in theory 
swept the “blue” ships from the sea 
and opened the way for Admiral Knight 
will not be available until reports of 
the umpires reach the Navy Depart- 
ment. It is clear from the brief an- 
nouncement of the result, however, that 
admiral) Fietcher’s scouts, combing the 
seas for signe of the approaching en- 
emy, failed to find him, while Admiral 
Knight’s destroyers, in a ‘daring night 
raid, found and sunk nearly all of the

Alberto G. Granados Convicted 
by Courtmartial of Com- 
plicity in Murder.

WASHINGTON, Oct. §.—Alberto 
Garcia Granados, Minister of the In- 
terior in the Huerta Cabinet, was 


executed today in Mexico City, ac- 

cording to State Department advices, 
charged with complicity in the kill- 
if of President Madero. 

Granados, who was 68 years old, 
was convicted yesterday and sen- 
tenced to death before a firing squad. 
He collapsed twice during the tria) 


and fainted while the president of the 
military court was pronouncing sen- 
encé, 

His conviction caused a profound sen- 
sation in this capital, where he had long 
been a financial and seta! leader. 
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He | 


belonged to one of the most artstocratic 


families in the republic He is regard- 


ed as unfortunate in that after keeping | 


aloof from politics the greater part of 
his life he allowed his sentiments in 
favor of the old Cientifico regime :n 
Mexico against the new order of af- 
fairs instituted by Madero to plunge 
him into active assrstance of ‘he 
Huerta cause. 
Big Crowd at Trial. 

A great crowd attended the trial, ac- 
cording to Mexico City dispatches. 
Granados bore himself with patience 
and dignity. He testified that Huertu 
sought him out the day after the re- 
volt against Madero, which began ir. 
the capital Feb. 9, 1913, and informed 
him that Madero had abandoned the 
government and fled to Cuernavaca and 
asked him to participate in the forma- 
tion of a provisional government. de 
asserted that he refused to do so, 
especially after he learned that Mas. 
dero had merely gone to Cuernr: for 
the purpose of personally hastening 
troops from there to attack the rebels. 
who had taken refuge in Ciudad Ela. 

He acknowledged that he after- 
ward conferred with Felix Diaz and 
Gen. Mondragon in Ciudad Ela, but 
insisted that he did so to exert his 
influence with them to end the fight- 
ing in the city. 

He pleaded that he accepted a port- 
folio in Huerta’s Cabinet, which was 
made up in the American embassy 
under the direction of Henry Lane 
Wilson, believing that he would be 
able to work effectively for the paci- 
fication of the country, but that upon 
learning that Madero and Suarez had 
been assassinated he immediately 
sent his resignation to Huerta, but 
he was unable to quit office until 
two months later because Huerta de- 
‘lined to accept his resignation. 

“It is wholly untrue that I ever de- 
clared that the bullet which would 
«ill Madero would bring peace to the 
country,” Grandos protested under 
cross-examination.

PULLETS REQUIRE 


Put Them Into Winter Quarters 
at Once, Avoid Overcrowd- 
ing and Feed Properly. 


I have been asked many times at 
what age pullets begin to lay, and 
: Fave had to answer that it is im- 
possible to give any precise informa- 
tion on this question. I should not 
undertake to give within three 
months unless I knew all about th? 
Jullet’s care, her size, variety, ances: 
try, etc. 

In general, it is true that a pullet 
ef one of the Mediterranean varieties 
will begin to lay earlier than one of 
an American or Asiatic variety. She 


matures more quickly. It is not un- 
<ommen for Anconas or Leghorns tv 
Legin laying at between four and fiva 
inonths of age. As a rule they begi') 
in lay six to eight weeks earlier tha 
American varieties and three or four 
months earlier than Asiatics. A Light 
Srahma pullet is not nearer maturit 

at seven months of age than a Leg 

norn is at four. A Light Brahma 2°. 
seven months is, of course, much iar. 
wer, but she is still a chick and un. 
veveloped. 

Pullets are sensitive, the Mediter 
runeans especially. They are nervous. 
it their quarters are changed fre 
quently in the fall they will not begi): 
.O lay early. 

Every effort should be made to get 
eggs during the winter if you ac 
running your poultry plant for protit 
por thig reason you want your pul- 
iets to begin laying as early ag pos- 
sible and it is important that they 
vegin betore real winter sets in, otn- 
rwise it is unlikely that /fthey wiii 
6® so until after the first of the 
ycar, 

Il am not sure whether the Ameri- 
van, the Mediterranean or the Asiatic 
is the best breed, It depends upon 
what you want it for. The Leghorn, 
as a rule, will out-lay the other varie- 
ces and she begins éarlier, but she 
has some disadvantages as compared 
with these other varieties. Sometimes 
the fancier who is simply trying to 
proluce good birds would rather 
‘hat his hens and pullets would not 
iay much until after the first of the 
year, and he figures correctly that 
the eggs will be stronger, with more 
vitality, if the hens have not been 
jaying heavily for three or four 
inonths prior to the hatching season. 

Nine poultrymen out of 10, how- 
ever, Want eggs in the fall and early 
winter when prices are high. In 2?r- 
der to get them the pullets must hav> 
been hatched comparatively~early, To 
get them to laying at the earliest 
possible date there are some rules 


nould be followed. 
UThe pullet must be in a healthy con- 


dition. She must be devioped righi 
along. If she is set back by lack of 
caro for a week or two it may make a 
difference of two or three months in 
the time when she begins to lay. If 
pullets are moved it should be done 
carefully and now, and not when you 
expect: them to lay. As far as possible 
the puilets should be protected from 
catching fall colds. The house, there- 
fcre, should be dry, well ventilated and 
clean, and free from lice and mites. 

If the pullets have had green stuff ail 
summer they should be supplied with it 
now. Lime should be supplied in the 
feed.

CAREFUL HANDLING) 


To Stop Flying. 

Kindly inform me through the col- 
umns of your poultry department wheth- 
er it is possible to prevent a hen from 
flying by simply pulling out a certain 
feather from the wing. I should like 
to have a pointer on this, as ' have it in 
mind to put in a flock of Leghorns and 
wish to control their roving tendency.— 
J. D. P., Fort Worth, Tex. 

If there is any one feather the pulling 
of which prevents a bird from flying, I 
do not know of it. I have never heard 
of anything of this kind and have asked 
two or three experienced poultry rais- 
ers and they say that they have never 
beard of any suggestion of this kind. 
The usual practice is to pull the pri- 
mary, or main, feathers in one wing. 


Early Laying Pullets. 

I have read your article about the 
record of the bantam pullet owned by 
E. J. M. I have this beat. My pullet, 
No. 5 out of 2% was hatched March 18 
and laid her first egg Aug. 27, or when 
5 months and 9 days, and every other 
day thereafter, until Sept. 18, then every 
day until Sept. 24, making 18 In all be- 
fore becoming broody. Her mother was 
a heavy layer and laid her first egg 
when 5 months and 1 day old. I am a 
utility breeder of White Orpingtons.— 
F. S., St. Louis. 

This is surely a remarkably good rec- 
ord from a White Orpington. 


Mating Systems, 
L should like your advice on mating 


birds of two strains of Barred Rocks. 
I have a pullet bred pen of ringlet 
strain and also a coekere!l bred pen cf 
the Crisis strain. I should like to know 
what would be the result if I put the 


cockerel of the Crisis strain, which is 
cockerel bred, witn the hens of the 
Ringlet pullet bred strain and what 
would happen if I put the Ringlet pul- 
let bred male with the pullets of the 
Crisis cockerel females. Would this be 
@ correct mating? I am asking this de- 
cause the Ringlet bred hens are showing 
that they have been single mated in- 
stead of double mated, They show brown 
spots in the feathers. The Crisis hens 
are very dark, though evenly barred. 
I believe that by mating the Ringlet 
bred male with them, as he is a fine 
specimen, the offspring would be bet- 
ter marked than if I kept him with heas 
of his own strain. In other words what 
would be the result if I put a cockerel 
that is cockerel bred with hens that are 
pullet bred and vice versa? Would this 
be a good system or a bad one in your 
opinion? I have looked the matter up 
in different poultry journals and books 
and cannot find anything on the sub- 
ject that is satisfactory.—St. Louis Fan- 
cier. 

If you are breeding for the fancy, that 
is, if you want Barred Rocks that are 
correctly marked, I should earnestly ad- 
vise you not to pursue the policy you 
think of following I am confident the 
result would be bad. There used to be 
a great deal of discussion about the rel- 
ative merits of the single or Standard 
mating system and the double mating 
system. There is practically no differ- 
ence of opinion now on the subject. It 
is agreed that the double mating sys- 
tem is necessary for best results. If 
you mate the pullet bred cockerel with 
the cockerel bred females, and vice 
versa, the probabilities are that you 
will simply get nothing at all that would 
be satisfactory to you as a fancier of 

Rocks. Breed your cockere) bred 
birds in the cockerel line and the pul- 
let bred birds in the pullet bred ine. 
You refer to your ocockerel bred Crisis 
pullets as dark, though evenly barred, 
That is just what they ought to be. 
Cockerel bred females are dark fe- 


males—too dark for exhibition purposes. 
but all right for mating with an ex- 
hibition or Standard male to produ 
Standard or exhibition cockerels.

Most Prolific Hens 
Latest in Moulting 


The poultryman who can get his hens 
to lay well in October, November and 
December realizes much bigger propor- 
tionate profit than he does for any oth- 
er period of similar length. , The reason 
for this is because eggs are 80 scarce 
and high at that season because of late 
development in pullets and late moulting 
in old birds. . 

Moulting and the consequent growing 
of a new 'crop of feathers is a heavy 
drain upon the vitality of the hens, and 
this with the fact that late moulting 
subjects the fowls to more or less ex- 
posure due to early cold weather, is re- 
sponsible for the great falling off in 
laying. . 

The State Experiment Station of New 
York has found that, as a rule, the late 
moulters are the heaviest layers. [If 
the new coat of feathers is not on by 
the time the first cold spell arrives 
proper shelter must be supplied. A hen 
that is once thoroughly chilled will not 
be in the laying notion very soon there- 
after. The data the New York Station 
has obtained concerning the moulting 
period is of considerable interest ani 
value and may be summarised in the 
following: 

Hens feather more quickly in those 
areas which protect the vital parts. 

From the time of hatching to the lay- 
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}during early winter than hens moulting 
late. 
The most prolific hens moult latest.

The new arrangement, designed to re- 
lieve traffic congestion downtown, will!

What Plan Includes, 

It will cost about $125,000 to make the 
contemplated changes, Director Hooke 
estimates, and the construction work 
could not be completed in less than a 
year. The.plan includes: 

The removal ot car tracks from 
Forest Park in the southeast portion, 
to Oakland avenue, the southern 
boundary of the park. 

The removal of Hodiamont tracks 
from Twelfth and “ocust to Four- 
teenth and Morgan streets, rerouting ;

Prof. Muensterberg advances the opinion that German-Americans 
would be remiss to their duties if they did not seek a more power- 
ful influence in the nation in order to impress upon American civili- 
zation the German ideals of political philosophy and of what he 
calls “German thoroughness and seriousness.” together with “Ger, 
man belief in authority and efficiency.” Criticg of his vigws regard 
his argument as an insidious effort to encourage German-Americans 


to enforce features of Prussian Kultur upon the United States. 
Parallel extracts from the articles of the two professors follow: 


Which Shoul@ Be Supreme, State or Individual? 


Did Germans Come to Uplift Us or Themselves? 


Prof. Muensterberg says: 


HE German-Americans cannot 
be blamed for insisting on 
gaining more influence when 

the needs of the time are so crying, 
and when they feel that they can 
contribute exactly what is needed. 


Ft.is easy to denounce the hyphen- pose 


ated citizens. He who sees deeper 
must recognize that the hyphen is a 
symbol of honor and that German- 
Americans and Irish-Americans and 
Norwegian-Americans and Anglo- 
Americats may all be equally proud 
of their hyphens if it is to them a 
sign of the pledge to contribute their 
racial ideals to the glorious fabric of 
the American nation. 

Even the belittlers of Germany have 


never denied that the German mind . 


is Gevoted to thoroughness and seri- 
ousness, to carefulmess and lawfui- 
ness, to reverence and self-discipline. 
This German belief in training and 
expert judgment, in authority and ef- 
ficiency, is the one weapon which 
can overcome the dangerous happy- 
go-lucky carelessness of American 
life. 


Prof. Hart says: 

"ERY German who comes to 
this country as anything except 

— a passing visitor thereby ex- 
presses his opinion that he does not 
like Germany enough to live there. 
Prof. Muensterberg seems to sup- 
that most of the permanent 
residents or temporary sesidents 
have, like himself, come over in 
order to bring a higher and nobler 
civilization to America. It would be 
safe to say that forty-nine fiftieths of 
them came here to raise not us, but 
themselves; because wages were 
higher, er the conditions of life eas- 
ier, or the opportunities for their 
children better, or because they “did 
not Nke te be bossed” in Germany. 
Many of the German immigrants 
have been highly edycated people, 
who have contributed to the intel- 
lectual life of America; but the last 
thing they intended to import was 
the political ideals of their Father- 
land. Some of them fled for their 
lives from those ideals. Many of them, 
such as Carl Schurz, brought with 
them democratic ideas which were 
tabooed in Germany and which they 
hoped to find welcome in America~ 
There is absolutely no gainsaying the 
fact that the Germans are here be- 
cause they like America as they have 
found it better than they liked Ger- 
many when they lived in that coun- 


try. 


Which Borrowed More From Other, Germany or U. S.? 


Prof. Muensterberg says: 

HE duty ofthe German-Ameri- 
cans to interpret the ideals of 
public life in the sense of their 

Teutonic traditions was never more 
important for the progress of Amer- 
ica (than now). * * * 

This is the spirit in which the 
German-Americans felt it their sacred 
duty to keep warm the memories of 
their racial past and to foster the 
German ideals and the German vir- 
tues in their American homes and in 
their American cities. The Germans 
felt this duty perhaps morc than 
others from the European Continent 
just because their national ideals are 
so strongly contrasting with sgme 
Anglo-Saxon cteedg 

Their whole devotion to the over- 
individual ends, their faith in the 
state as bearer of the ideals, their 
trust in thoroughness and discipline. 
in purity and loyalty, was involve‘. 
They suddenly have felt with shame 
that they had not done enough .0O 
bring these German ideals into the 


American life and to arouse under- 


standing for their eternal value. 


Prot. Hart says: 


O claim that the German-Ameri- 
| cans, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, have been furnishing 
their countrymen with political ideals 
superior to those which they found 
here, or will furnish a supply of such 
ideals, is, to speak mildly, a great 
presumption. They are not agitators 
or propagandists. They have shared 
and shared alike, glad to accept toe 
kind of society and government which 
they found here. 

So far from German political ideals 
being invoked to supplant inferior 
and weaker conceptions inherited 
from our revolutionary and later 
times, it is the American ideals which 
have filtrated into Germany. The 
German imperial federation would 
probably never have been brought 


about but for the success of the — 


American federation in proving that 
it could govern a great nation and 
hold a great people together. 

The manhood suffrage for the 
Reichstag can be historically traced 
to the success of widely diffused suf- 
frage in the United States. The pre- 
cept and.example of the United States 
are largely responsible for even the 
limited degree of democracy in the 
German Empire, in many cases trans- 
mitted by Germans who had lived in 
this country.

Prof. Hart says: 


HEN we say that in Germany 

people work for the state we 

mean that they work for the 

maintenance of a particular organiza- 

tion which came about in part by de- 
sign and in part by accident. 

If the people of Germany are satis- 
fied with it, no one can deny their 
right; but what they are satisfied 
with is not the delegation of the pow- 
er to make the decision of life and 
death for the nation, to some per- 
sons elected by their fellows, but to 
permit the chief powers of govern- 
ment to spring from a man, able in- 
deed, but selected by the accident of 
birth, that man aided by members of 


gertain families possessed of certain 


properties to whom it is the tradi- 
tional habit of the nation to defer. 

We look upon the state as the serv- 
ant of the community; the Germans 
look upon it as a God-given master, 


Prof. Muensterberg says: 


HE German nation governs it- 
self just as much as the Am- 
erican. Yet does this mean 

that there is no essential inner dif- 
ference? Certainly not. In full free- 
dom and mature self-government the 
German people aim toward different 
ideals and organize their life with 
different beliefs from those of the 
Anglo-Saxon race. 

The fundamental issue has often 
been shown in this year of- excited 
discussions—the Anglo-Saxon system 
is controled by the belief in the indi- 
vidual as such, and the Teutonic 
ideals are bound by the belief in the 
overindividual soul. 

The great happiness of individual 
men on the one side: the growth of 
cultural values, independent of the 
happiness which they bring, on the 
other side: that is the world con- 
trast. Everything else necessarily re- 
sults from it. The overemphasis on 
the state as the bearer of the cultur- 
al values on the German side; the 
submission of the state to the per- 
fection of the individuals on the An- 
glo-Saxon side—these are necessary 
eonsequences. 


Prof. Hart says: 

HERE may be an  oversoul, 
though no photograph of it 
has yet been obtained; but 

there is no state which is not made 
up of men, organized by men and 
carried into effet by men. . 

If the over individual will speak 
through Gabriel’s trumpet we will 
bow the knee. If he speaks through 
the vocalorgans of a man issuing or- 
ders or through the pen of a Secre- 
tary or the megaphone of a command- 
er in chief, we Americans think that - 
the Emperor, or the Minister, or the 
General is only a man like ourselves, 
capable of error and injustice. 

People talk about “the state” as 
though it were the Ark of the Cove 
nant. In fact, it is only an organiza- 
tion similar in kind, though far su- 
perior in power, to the club or the or- 
cer or the national ehurch. The pur- 
pose of the state is to make and ex- 
ecute common decisions for the com- 
mon welfare. The real crux in gov- 
ernment is, Who makes the decisions? 
The Germans who compare the Unit- 
ed. States with Germany seem to think 
that they are made here by individu- 
als, and in Germany by “the state.” 
‘In both countries they are made by 
the men who for the time being are 
in power. 


If Muensterberg Were an American in Germany? 


Prof. Muensterberg says: 
HENEVER during this year of 
displeasure Germanophobic 
voices have thundered 
against me the crushing question, 
Are you an American or merely a 
German-American? I have answered 
every time with a clear conscience: 
Neither. I am a German and have 
never intended to be anything else. 

I did not leave Germany because I 
liked,it less. I was professor at a 
German university when Harvard in- 
vited me to develop here the interest 
for experimental psychology. 


Prot. Hart says: 

E (the German not naturalized) 
is entitled here to the protec- 
tion of the laws and courts, 

and city, state and national govern- 
ments. He receives some privileges 
which his own Government would 
not dream of bestowing on foreigners. 
For instance, Hugo Muensterberg has 
for many years (18) been a professor 
of an American university; while in 
some German states, ‘and probably in 
all, no one can possibly become a 
regular professor except by naturaliz- 
ing himself as a German. 


How Has Germany Met Attempts at Race-Groupings? 


Prof. Muensterberg says: 
EUROPEAN who was admitted 
A to American citizenship was 
welcomed to a community of 
men who felt themselves bound to- 
gether not by a common past, but by 
a common future. America does not 


mean a nae yg nea os but a task. The 
immigrant, from whatever nation he 


comes, pledges by his oath of allegi- 
ance fundamentally only that he will 
contribute the very best which is in 
him to the development of the United 
States. 

It is not his duty, it is not even his 
right, to deny the ideals which are 
living in him in order to imitate the 
behavior of others who @re filled with

Prof. Muensterberg says: 


HE German-Americans cannot 
be blamed for insisting on 
gaining more influence when 

the needs of the time are so crying, 
and when they feel that they can 
contribute exactly what is needed. 

Ht.is easy to denounce the hyphen- 
ated citizens. He who sees deeper 
must recognize that the hyphen is a 
symbol of honor and that German- 
Americans and Irish-Americans and 
Norwegian-Americans and Anglo- 
Americans may all be equally proud 
of their hyphens ff it is to them a 
sign of the pledge to contribute their 
racial ideals to the glorious fabric of 
the American nation. 

Even the belittlers of Germany have 


never denied that the German mind | 


is oted to thoroughness and seri- 
ousness, to carefulmess and lawfui- 
ness, to reverence and self-discipline. 
This German belief in training and 
expert judgment, in authority and ef- 
ficiency, is the one weapon which 
can overcome the dangerous happy- 
= carelessness of American 
life. 


Prof. Hart says: 

"ERY German who comes to 
this country as anything except 

—4 a passing visitor thereby ex- 
presses his opinion that he does not 
like Germany enough to live there. 
Prof. Muensterberg seems to sup- 
pose that most of the permanent 
residents or temporary yesidents 
have, like himself, come over in 
order to bring a higher and nobler 
civilization to America. It would be 
safe to say that forty-nine fiftieths of 
them came here to raise not us, but 
themselves; because wages were 
higher, er the conditions of life eas- 
ier, or the opportunities for their 
children better, or because they “did 
not Hke to be bossed” in Germany. 
Many of the German immigrants 
have been highly edycated people, 
who have contributed to the intel- 
lectual life of America; but the last 
thing they intended to import was 
the political ideals of their Father- 
land. Some of them fled for their 
lives from those ideals. Many of them, 
such as Carl Schurz, brought with 
them democratic ideas which were 
tabooed in Germany and which they 
hoped to find welcome in America.” 
There is absolutely no gainsaying the 
fact that the Germans are here be- 
cause they like America as they have 
found it better than they liked Ger- 
many when they lived in that coun- 


try. 


Which Borrowed More From Other, Germany or U. S.? 


Prof. Muensterberg says: 


HE duty ofthe German-Ameri- 
cans to interpret the ideals of 
public life in the sense of their 

Teutonic traditions was never more 
important for the progress of Amer- 
ica (than now). * * * 

This is the spirit in which the 
German-Americans felt it their sacred 
duty to keep warm the memories of 
their racial past and to foster the 
German ideals and the German vir- 
tues in their American homes and in 
their American cities. The Germans 
felt this duty perhaps morc than 
others from the European Continent 
just because their national ideals are 
so strongly contrasting with sgme 
Anglo-Saxon cteedg 

Their whole devotion to the over- 
individual ends, their faith in the 
state as bearer of the ideals, their 
trust in thoroughness and discipline. 
in purity and loyalty, was involve‘. 
They suddenly have felt with shame 
that they had not done enough .o 
bring these German ideals into the 


American life and to arouse under- 


standing for their eterna) value. 


Prot. Hart says: 

O claim that the German-Ameri- 
cans, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, have been furnishing 

their countrymen with political ideals 
superior to those which they found 
here, or will furnish a supply of such 
ideals, is, to speak mildly, a great 
presumption. They are not agitators 
or propagandists. They have shared 
and shared alike, glad to accept tge 


kind of society and government which 


they found here. 

So far from German political ideals 
being invoked to supplant inferior 
and weaker conceptions inherited 
from our revolutionary and later 
times, it is the American ideals which 
have filtrated into Germany. The 
German imperial federation would 
probably never have been brought 


about but for the success of the © 


American federation in proving that 
it could govern a great nation and 
hold a great people together. 

The manhood suffrage for the 
Reichstag can be historically traced 
to the success of widely diffused suf- 
frage in the United States. The pre- 
cept and-example of the United States 
are largely responsible for even the 
limited degree of democracy in the 
German Empire, in many cases trans- 
mitted by Germans who had lived in 
this country.

Prof. Hart says: 


HEN we say that in Germany 
people work for the state we 
mean that they work for the 

maintenance of a particular organiza- 
tion which came about in part by de- 
sign and in part by accident. 

If the people of Germany are satis- 
fied with it, no one can deny their 
right; but what they are satisfied 
with is not the delegation of the pow- 
er to make the decision of life and 
déath for the nation, to some per- 


sons. elected by their fellows, but to . 


permit the chief powers of govern- 
ment to spring from a man, able in- 
deed, but selected by the accident of 
birth, that man aided by members of 


gertain families possessed of certain 


properties to whom it is the tradi- 
tional habit of the nation to defer. 

We look upon the state as the serv- 
ant of the community; the Germans 
look upon it as a God-given master, 


Prof. Muensterberg says: 


HE German nation governs it- 
self just as much as the Am- 
eriean. Yet does this mean 

that there is no essential inner dif- 
ference? Certainly not. In full free 
dom and mature self-government the 
German people aim toward different 
ideals and organize their life with 
different beliefs from those of the 
Anglo-Saxon race. 

The fundamental issue has often 
been shown in this year of excited 
discussions—the Anglo-Saxon system 
is controled by the belief in the indi- 
vidual as such, and the Teutonic 
ideals are bound by the belief in the 
overindividual soul. 

great happiness of individual 
men on the one side; the growth of 
cultural values, independent of the 
happiness which they bring, on the 
other side: that is the world con- 
trast. Everything else necessarily re- 
sults from it. The overemphasis on 
the state as the bearer of the cultur- 
al values on the German side; the 
submission of the state to the per- 
fection of the individuals on the An- 
glo-Saxon side—these are necessary 
eonsequences. 


Prof. Hart says: 


HERE may be an  oversoul, 
though no photograph of it — 
has yet been obtained; but 

there is no state which is not made 
up of men, organized by men and 
carried into effeft by men. . 

If the over individual will speak 
through Gabriel’s trumpet we will 
bow the knee. If he speaks through 
the vocalorgans of a man issuing or- 
ders or through the pen of a Secre- 
tary or the megaphone of a command- 
er in chief, we Americans think that . 
the Emperor, or the Minister, or the 
General is only a man like ourselves, 
capable of error and injustice. 

People talk about “the state” as 
though it were the Ark of the Cove 
nant. In fact, it is only an organiza- 
tion similar in kind, though far su- 
perior in power, to the club or the or- 
cer or the national church. The pur- 
pose of the state is to make and ex- 
ecute common decisions for the com- 
mon welfare. The real crux in gov- 
ernment is, Who makes the decisions? 
The Germans who compare the Unit- 
ed States with Germany seem to think 
that they are made here by individu- 
als, and in Germany by “the state.” 
‘In both countries they are made by 
the men who for the time being are 
in power. 


If Muensterberg Were an American in Germany? 


Prof. Muensterberg says: 


HENEVER during this year of 

W displeasure Germanophobic 

voices have thundered 

against me the crushing question, 

Are you an American or merely a 

German-American? I have answered 

every time with a clear conscience: 

Neither. I am a German and have 
never intended to be anything else. 

I did not leave Germany because I! 
liked,it less. I was professor at a 
German university when Harvard in- 
vited me to develop here the interest 
for experimental psychology. 


Prof. Hart says: 


E (the German not naturalized) 
H is entitled here to the protec- 
tion of the laws and courts, 
and city, state and national govern- 
ments. He receives some privileges 
which his own Government would 
not dream of bestowing on foreigners. 
For instanee, Hugo Muensterberg has 
for many years (18) been a professor 
of an American university; while in 
some German states, ‘and probably in 
all, no one can possibly become a 
regular professor except by naturaliz- 
ing himself as a German. 


How Has Germany Met Attempts at Race-Groupings? 


Prof. Muensterberg says: 
EUROPEAN who was admitted 
A to American citizenship was 
welcomed to a community of 
men who felt themselves bound to- 
gether not by a common past, but by 
a common future. America does not 


mean a reminiscence, but a task. The 


immigrant, from whatever nation he 
comes, pledges by his oath of allegi- 
ance fundamentally only that he will 
contribute the very best which is in 
him to the development of the United 
States. 

It is not his duty, it is not even his 
right, to deny the ideals which are 
living in him in order to imitate the 
behavior of others who @re filled with 
a different faith. It was necessary 
that the Anglo-Saxon ideals should 
have prevailed for a long while and 
that the newcomers who were dis- 
organized should have become as- 
similated to the philosophy of public 
life which they found around them. 


Americans absolutely decline to ac 
cept. There never was a land’ which, 
by its whole historic development 
and by the very conditions of its 
birth and growth, acknowledged so 
frankly that it was not to depend 
upon a ready-made code of tradi- 
tions, but that it was to develop its 
inner life by the will and the pur- 
poses of its inhabitants. 


Prof. Hart says: 


ET us see what the especially 
thorough, serious, expert, care- 
ful nation does to race groups 

which attempt to do what Prof.

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Jesse Sweitzer became prodigy of golf, 
defeating all comers, after only two 
years of practice—Made Normandie 
course in three less than bogey, and 
is said by experts to possess “perfect 
form”—His approach shots phenom- 
enons of skill—Entered Central High 
School when 11 years old, youngest 
student ever registered there $s 


NTIL Jesse Sweitzer became as tall as a 

driver and attained the weight of a 

loaded golf bag, he accomplished little 

that vitally interested those intensely 

purposeful persons who are slaves to 

golf. But that all happened two years 

ago, when Jesse was 11 years old. Now 

he’s 13, rises to 5 feet 3 inches, weighs 92 pounds and is 
the golfing wonder of St. Louis links. 

His precocity in golf is such that ali eyes in local 
golf@eom now are focused on him. Experts see in him 
another Evans or a Ouimet and say pis championship 
possibilities are greater because he has encompassed 
more praiseworthy feats at an earlier age. Funda- 
mentally. his game mow is perfect because he hae 
“form,”’ without which no one need aspire to champion- 
ship flights. And he's only 13 years of age. 

Two weeks ago he negotiated the Normandie Club 
course in 77 strokes, three better than bogey. He went 
out in 41 and came in in 36, which is par for the 
homeward journey. Trouble on No. 2 deprived him of 
a par score, his objective. He consumed seven strokes 
en that hole, which has 4 for begey—a score he often 
has made. In this match he defeated John Morrison, 
the club champion of Normandie. 

Repeatedly he has done better shan bogey for the 
Normandie course. He admits striking a weekly av- 
erage around 81 for his many trips over the links, 
and that average puts him in the first flight of golfers, 
young and old, in St. Louis. 

This boy’s rise has been meteoric, a piercing shock 
to many players twice and thrice his age. His suc- 
cess has been a thorn in the side of those who seek 
form and a place on the national ranking list. Many 
can’t quite comprehend it. 

But to Jesse Sweitzer it is very simple. Two years 
ago he took up golf. He became the protege of Ennis 
Miller, the Normandie professional, who made him clubs 


fitted to his size. At that time he weighed scarcely 


more.than 80 pounds and was under 5 feet in height. 
The average driver is 45 inches long, so that Jesse 
needed special clubs. 

These were made by Miller, who appreciated the pos- 
sibilities of the child. And then Miller set about to 
teach the boy “form.’”. Nothing else matters much in 
golf. Miller worked arduously with his pupil, who 
was apt and eager. They studied the follow-through in 
the drive, the intertocking grip and the stance that 
makes for* perfection. Persistent effort eradicated alt 
the faults which are mill-stones around the neck of 
golfers who start late in life to learn. 

They Say now of young Sweitzer that he has perfect 
form. And he looks back over a span of two years and 
deeply appreciates the reward of persistent effort, for 
once he took up the game he played 36 holes a day dur- 
ing his vacation season with never a miss. During 
the school term—he’s a student at Central High School 
—he limits himself to 18 holes a day. 

On a dry, resilient turf he has been known to drive 
250 yards with the roll. He consistently will drive 
200 yards on anything but a soggy fair greet. He hits 
a low ball with a slight hook and rarely loses direc- 
tien. In the yernacular of the links, “he's always down 
the aisle;” never a violent hook or slice, never a topped 
ball. That explains his wonderful scores. 

But he’s pvoficient in one trick of the game to such 
an extent that no experienced hand ever has watched 
him without feeling a thrill of keen admiration. In 
his approach shots he has accomplished to perfection 
the knack of putting a back-spin on the ball, enabling 


him to pitch it dead at the lip of the cup. For this . 


reason his iron shots are little short of marvelous. 
He can lift a ball into the air for a considerable 
height, shoot it 40 or 50 yards and with the expert ap- 
plication of the back-spin, drop it without a roll. It 
takes english like a billiard ball. On the green his 
game is such as one might expect from a boy of even 
temperament, almost abnormal poise and untested 


“nerves.” ‘There’s absolutely no flaw in his “short 
game.” ' 


— 


Quite naturally he aspires to be champion of America. 
With that ebjective, and the approval of his parents, 
both of whom play golf, he follows a set schedule in 
developing his game. He plays 36 holes every day he’s 
not in school. He plays 18 holes after school every 
day that the links are open for competition. In winter 
he plays with a red ball in the snow. 

His avowed ambition is to become the youngest enn 
pion golfdom ever has crowned. Should he acquire the 
titular honors at 20 he will have succeeded. There 
never has been a national champion under 20 years of 
age. Francis Quimet wrested the title from Jerry 
Travers after he had attained his majority. In tennis, 
William M. Johnsjon, a slip of a boy, took first ranking 
just after he had passed the twentieth milestone. These 
are rare instancés in the annals of sport. 

Sweitzer’s chances of upsetting the age limitatiéns 
are intensely bright just now. The vast improvement 
shown in the past year, if duplicated once every two 
years for the next seven, will have lifted him to the 
apex of championship form. However, that means work. 


Assuming that he maintains his present schedule— | 
playing 36 holes every day out of school and 18 holes : 


during scholastic season, missing only those days when 
snow or rain entirely precludes the possibility of play— 
he will be on the links approximately 250 days in the 
year. On 60 of those days he will have played 36 holes, 


under this arrangement; on all others 18. 


That program, if adhered to, means that Jesse will 
have had the experience of playing 2170 rounds of 18- : 
hole courses before the time limit of his championship 
apprenticeship. He will have played 38.060 holes and on |

ine average 6000-yard course will have walked approxi- 
mately 7595 miles—across the continent and back. He 
will have used 173,600 strokes, allowing 80 as a con- 
3ervative average of his daily requirements. 

This is the task set for him by request. We faces it 
with deliberate earnestness and those who know him 
say he will encompass the feat. 

He has a champion’s temperament, the sort that dis- 
tinguishes Willie Hoppe in billiards, Ouimet in golf, 
Mathewson on the pitcher’s mound and Charles Brickley 


tn moleskins. He is a well-grown youth, with neck and . 


shoulders already strongly formed. He has the expres- 
sion of boyish good-humor which conveys also the 
assurance of good temper. 

His preeminent position in golf hasn't, however, in- 
terfered with his studies. He entered Central High 
School two years ago at the age of 11, the youngest 
student the school ever had enrolled, and he has not 
practiced on the links to the detriment of his class 
standing. He’s well advanced in his second year. 

« Jesse is the son of Mr. and Mrs. George E. Sweitzer 
of 4 Sylvan place. His parents both are golfers al- 
though ‘neither is in his “class.” 

“I hardly enjoy playing with Jesse any more,” said 
his‘father. “My game isn’t interesting by comparison. 
Last year I enjoyed beating him, but we haven't played 
much of late. But I approve of his efforts. I want him 
te be a champion, and everything I can do to help him 
ra be done. I think he has the inherent qualifica- 

ons.”

One supervisor, Mrs. Jaques, has been thus employed 
for 15 years. The other supervisor, Miss Alice Howard, 
has been with the institution 20 years. Miss Mary 
Sheehan, in charge of one ward, has been there 25 
years. Miss MacDonald, head of another ward, owns_.to 
more than 15 years’ service. These records represent 
continuous service. The schedule includes but two 
holidays per month and annual vacations of 10 days. 


The attendants’ living quarters are within the wards 
they serve. Daily duty begins at 8 a. m. and-leaves 
cff at 7 p. m., except two evenings a week, when they 
are off at 6, and two other evenings when there are 
entertainments, a dance or a picture show, that must 
be attended. 

There are 97 women attendants, 69 for day duty and 
28 at night; and it is a legend among them that if- 
you remain on the job one month you are likely, to 
linger indefinitely. P 

Oftentimes an attendant who fails of endurance, who. 
finds the environment repellant and resigns at first 
trial, avill later feel impelled to return; and,. if ac-: 
cepted, will continue contentedly until some unrelated: 


- fate intervenes. . Moreover, there always are more ap: 


plications for positions than are ever needed. The sal- 
aries of attendants range from $28 to $30 a month. 
Nobody attempts to explain the fascination of suchi 
employment, but undoubtedly it exists. 

Not one of the older attendants shows the effect of: 
nervous strain or morbid depression such as is imposed: 


On the contrary,.the attendants produce an impression: 
of calm contentment and:are able to smile quite as read-

But these epic events are merely episodes in the career . 


of the French multimillionaire -who has ~been known 
variously as “Emperor of Sahara,” “Comte de Losches 
Mail” and “Marquis de Lara.” That all of these titles 
were self-imposed adds the artistic touch to a. character — 
who would have been a joy forever to Cervantes himself, 
To. gain a proper perspective for his latest exploits, it 
wilisde interesting to sketch some of the previous chap- 
ters of LeBaudy's history. 


T is 25 years now since the death of the “Em- 
peror’s” father, Jean Gustav Lebaudy; a map 
born of obscure family,.in very moderate cir- 
cumstances, but with a’gift for the less scrupu- 
lous side of f e which made him the French 
“Sugar King,” Monsieur Jacques free to 
follow his own whims. 

The estate of $60,000,000 went four ways. Half. og it 
descended to the wife,.who died in 1905, after expénding 
vast sums for the support of the Nationalist party and 
the Roman Church in France. 

The rest was divided equally among the three sons— 
Robert, Max and Jacques. French wit found nicknames 
for the latter two. x was “le Petit Sucrier” (the Little 
Sugar Bowl). He became the victim of a huge black- 
mailing scheme and died, leaving what remained of his 
fortune to the magnificent Jacques, who to Paris had 
long been “le Grand Sucrier”’ (the Big Sugar Bowl). 

That was in the 90s. The Big Sugar Bow! was not a 

world-figure then. But in the capital beside the Seine 
he was the prince of all the boulevardiers. Actresses, 
autos, aviation—these were his three alliterative inter- 
ests. 
: In 1903 his great coup came. Down on the west coast 
of Africa, between Capes Bojador and Juby, opposite 
the Canary Islands, was an unclaimed piece of coast 
line 185 miles in length, with an indefinitely spacious 
hinterland. Jacques Lebaudy had never been any- 
where near the place, but suddenly from the Paris boule- 
vards, out of a clear sky, he proclaimed himself the 
sovereign ruler of that territory. 

“Emperor of the Sahara” was the title with which 
he decorated himself. In London he made thorongh 
preparations for his coronation. Nothing that an.Em- 
peror might need was overlooked. He had a crown 
made, a scepter, céronation robes of violet velvet and 
an imperial standard 
bearing three gold bees 
and a golden crown on a 
field of violet. He had his 
postage stamps printed, 
“Poste du Sahara.” He 
even ordered a neat guillo- 
tine, with his escutcheon 
on the uprights. And he 
gathered together a retinue 
to form his -court. The 
most interesting figure in 
it was Col. C. E. Gouraud 
—the man who introduced 
the phonograph into En- 
gland and who is probably 
one of the most gorgeous 
human beings that ever 
breathed. 


The yacht Frasquita was the imperial ship. Lebaudy 


commanded her himself and communicated his orders. 


to his crew in writing, throvgh his secretary. Loaded 
with munitions, she sailed to Las Palmas, in the Ca- 
naries. There she picked up a heterogeneous “army.” 

Arrived in Africa, Lebaudy set his court up in a cir- 
cus tent and ordered his army to capture the city of 
Troja, which was to be his capital. The order was 
never carried out, for the simple reason that Troja 
did not exist. 

A disaster followed. Five members of the party, 
wandering inland, were captured by Arabs. That was 
too much for Lebaudy. Hagtily reembarking his em- 
pire, five short, in the Frasquita, he sailed back to Las 
Palmas. 

Troubles came thick and fast then. Spain arrested 
him.as a pirate. France sent out a gunboat, rescued 
the five forlorn filibusterers from the Arabs and pre- 
gented Lebaudy with a bill for the expenses of the ex- 
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Madame LeBaudy é. 
plication he made to the Jockey Club of Belgium for 
registration of the colors of the “Emperor of Sahara.” 
It was declined with thanks. By paying $40 more he 
could have used the title as a pswedonym, ‘but he de- 
clined that indignity. 

New York knew him next, in 1987; a slight; alert and 
furtive man, whose preoccupation was avoiding the 
secret agents of the French Government, who, he was 
sure, were continually on his trail: His residence was 
Lock Box 1655 in the New York Postofifce, and he early

attracted attention to himself by suing in the Federal 
Court for the privilege of paying a year’s rent in ad- 
vance. He had ne office; never slept twice under the 
same roof, and worked impartially in hotel waiting 
rooms, the main waiting room of the New York Public 
Library and the Museum of Natural History, marching 
his numerous staff of girl stenographers and bank mes- 
sengers from une of these resorts to another. 

No man eyer had more genius for combining publicity 
with mystery than he displayed. No one ever suc- 
ceeded in interviewing him; no one knew for certain 
just what he was doing. His trail led everywhere, but it 
vas always cold. 

His activities seemed to cencer in the stock market, 
and it was said that in.1909, when Harriman and Mor- 
gan. were manipulating Erie, be cleared a million. But 
two years later. when the Carnegie Trust Co. went under, 
Lebaudy was the largest individual sufferer, — a 
claim of $2,000,000.

For a long time after that he was comparatively tame — 
retiring with his wife and daughter to Phoenix Lodge, 
his country place at Westbury, L. I. 

But on Aug. 19 last he was found on his estate at 
Westbury, L. L., by Sheriff Stephen Pettit, who had been 
sent to look him over because of several complaint® about 
recent erratic conduct. Sheriff Pettit found Lebaudy 
leading an army of five messenger boys, whom he had 
ordered by telephone from Manhattan. ‘ 

Lebaudy was mounted on a white charger. Across his 
breast was draped a tri-color sash. He carried a baton 
like that of a Field Marshal. A silken cord over his 
right shoulder held a tin horn. His messenger boy 
“army” was on raw-boned horses. 

Lebaudy dislikes autos, but loves horses, and from 
time to time has bought some remarkable steeds. One 
for which he paid $60 had to be shot by an agent of a 
humane society. 

The case of Lebaudy came to the Sheriff's attention 
because Ralph N. Ellis, a neighbor, had protested 
against the Frenchman’s closing a right of way. Two 
deputies were stationed to keep this right of way open 
on a court order. They telephoned that Lebaudy was 
acting strangely and that his wife gnd 8-year-old daugh- 
ter, Jaquelin, had been kept prisoners in their home for 
48 hours. 

When Sheriff Pettit got to the field where Lebaudy’s 
“army” was nianeuvering, his requests for an sudience 
were ‘totally ignored by the “Field Marshal.” Now and 
again Lebaudy wovld blow a blast on*his tin horn, sum-., 
moning his aid. a large boy. The chief then would 
scrawl orders and send his aid on a decrepit steed to an 
imaginary commander of an imaginary division. 

Every time Sheriff Pettit got near enough to Lerandy 
to converse, the former “Sultan of Sapara” wenld spur 

his horse for a eon of a 
rod or two. Finally the 
Sheriff sent for a fast rolo 
pony.* The pony arrived 
and Pettit climbed unon it. 
The spectacle of 1 ehaudy 
going across country on his 
big, white horse, taking 
fences, ditches and brooks,

He was taken to the Nassan County Jail, where Dr. . 

Dr. Guy F. Cleghorn examined 
him. They considered his talk’so irrational that they 
ordered him taken to the sanitarium. 

The European war had stirred Lebaudy’s imagination 
greatly and he bought horses and cows with the avowed 
purpose of organizing a cavalry re,iment of Long 's- 
lend farmers to join the allies. These horses were for 
the cavairy and the cows for the commissary. 

Other eccentric things were told of him by the physi- 
cians who examined him.

E have had some diverting columns 
of acrimonious dispute between 


Prof. Herschel C. Parker of Co-— 


lumbia University and Henry 

Ford as to which is the proud 

father of the new “baby” sub- 

mersible—otherwise known as the 
” “sitney” or “flivver” submarine—but in this conten- 
tion as to its parenta@e the infant war machine it- 
self has been somewhat overshadowed. 

Just what is the “pillbox” submarine?—to give 
another of the nicknames with which it has been 
christened. What are the points, if any, in which it 
promises to prove superior to the submarine of adult 
stature? What are its chances to become, as its 
admirers predict, a revolutionary force in naval war: 
fare, and to guarantee the United States from in- 
vasion by sea? 

Whatever the merits of the controversy between 
Ford and Prof. Parker, it is a fact that the latter 
applied last April for a patent on a one-man sub- 


marine, and that his drawings and specifications are - 


on record at the Patent Office in Washington. It is 
from these records that the accompanying illustra- 
tion and description are taken. 

Prof. Parker’s plans call for a cigar-shaped sub- 
mersible vessel about 25 feet long and 5% feet in 
diameter. It is equipped with some of the usual 
features of the big submarine—the water ballast 
tanks for lowering and raising the- boat, periscope 
and air tank for replenishing the breathing material. 
It has a torpedo tube in the center of the vessel’s 
nose, but can carry only one torpedo. 

An important difference is that whereas the ordi- 
nary submarine is driven on the surface by oil en- 
gines and beneath it by electric motors, the “jitney” 
_ submarine is to be propelled, both on and under the 
‘ ; water, by gasoline engines. As gasoline motors must 
have oxygen for their combustion, an air tube, like 
another periscope, rises at the rear of the craft above 
the water’s surface, As in some motor boats, the 
cylinders of the engines exhaust into the water, the 
force of the escaping gas aiding somewhat in push- 
ing the vessel on its course. 

The first and foremost advantage claimed for the 
“flivver”’ undersea boat is its insignificant cost, as 
compared with that of other war vessels. It is es- 
timated that the “pillbox” craft can be built and 
equipped for not more than $15,000. This means 
that 33 of them could be constructed at the cost of 
one $500,000 submarine; and that a jitney navy of 
1000 “baby” submersibles could be launched at the 
cost of one modern superdreadnought, which is $15,- 
000,000. Yet a single one of the armada of under- 
sea wasps could, with a well-placed torpedo, give 
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Prof. Herschel C. Parker, who bids Henry 
Ford beware of what happened 
to Dr. Cook. 


quietus to the hugest warship ever christened. 

Another advantage is that it requires a crew of 
only one man; while the ordinary submarine carries 
20 men. Therefore, in the work of training expert 
crews for submersibles, 20 of the little boats could 
be manned with the crew which would be necessary 
for one of the larger ones. Likewise, if one of the 
“baby” vessels were destroyed, only one life would 
be lost—against 20, in the case of the big submarine 

Still another thing in favor of the Small boats is 
the numbers in which they could make an attack. A 
man can fight off one hawk, because he can con- 
centrate his attention on one point; but if he is at- 
tacked by a swarm of hornets there is no defense 
except flight. They are so numerous and assail their 
victim from so many directions at once that he is 
unable to combat them. 

On the other hand, experts point out some disad- 
vantages inherent in the “flivver’” submarine. With 
a crew of only one man, this person is likely to 
have more work than he can do. He must be en- 
gineer, pilot, gunner, lookout, captain and able sea- 
man all in one. Should he happen to be injured or 
overcome by the fumes of the submarine’s interior, 
he would have no one to relieve him, and he and 
his boat would in all probability be lost. 

Moreover, in operations at sea, the “jitney” vb 
marige would be impracticable without a mother- 
ship, which could be a war Vessel of any kind, and 
to which the “baby” craft would be compelled to 
return at frequent intervals to replenish its fuel 
and ummunition. This is because its small size and 
consequent small carrying capacity restrict it to a 
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cruising radius Which could not_be more than 100 
miles—to a point 50 miles from its base of supplies 
and return. 

Again, as the small submarine can carry only one 
torpedo, it would be reduced to a state of innocuous 
desuetude if it missed its o&ly shot, and might have 
to make a day’s cruise before it could once more 
arm itself against the ehemy 

Simon Lake, known internationally as “the father 
of the submarine,” objects to the “baby” submarine 
that it would lack speed and cruising radius, and 
declares that the small submarine has been experi- 
mented with since the Civil War, and found lacking. 
Its gasoline motive power, he adds, would make it 
visible upon the surface through its air tube and 
exhaust. 

The reply is made that the question of speed for 

“jitney” submersible has not yet been worked 
out, and that other submarines have sunk war and 
merchant vessels much swifter than they; that the 
use of the little submarines for coast defense or in 
conjunction with a mother-ship -would to a degree 
neutralize their small cruising radius; and that the 
air tube will be no more conspicuous than a peri- 
scope, while the exhaust, being under water, will 
be invisible. Many devices, it is pointed out, have 
been experimented with for longer periods than 560 
years, and yet have proved great successes. 

F.owever, according to the plans advanced, it is 
not intended to use the baby submarine so much for 
wer on the high seas as for coast defense. As war 
vessels must come in comparatively close to land 
to do any damage—say 12 or 15 miles—the little 
hornets of the sea could gally forth about 20 miles 
to meet an invading fleet, and easily return when 
they needed torpedoes and gasoline. 

Enthusiasts for the little submarine assert that 
a fleet of 100 of them, or at the most 200 —costing 
altogether from $1,500,000 to $3,000,000—would be 
amply able to protect*a city like New York from 
naval attack; and would accomplish the task with 
far more certainty than a $100,000,000 fleet of iron- 
clads would be able to do. 

Supposing that news reached New ‘York of the 
approach of a great enemy fleet. The mosquito 
squadron of submarines would put to sea so as to 
meet the invaders 20 or 30 miles from land. Almost 
too minute for accurate gunfire on the part of the 
enemy, even if the “jitneys’” were to come to the 
surface, they would swarm about the hostile squadron 
like hornets assailing a man. If 50 of the submar- 
ines were destroyed, there would still be 50 more to 
take their places. 

Aeroplanes with bombs would be sent to meet them, 
for an aviator can see a submarine to a depth of 
100 feet or more. But what aviator, flying 60 miles 
an hour, can be counted on to drop a bomb accurately 
upon a target only 25 feet long, and which is. in 
addition, submerged six or eight feet below the 
ecean’s. surface? In all probability, the invaders 
would be severely damaged with little opportunity to 
strike a blow in return; and at any rate, would likely 
become demoralized by the busy swarm of ocean bees, 
assailing them from every side, and each bearing its 
deadly sting. At least, this is what is promised 
for the “pillbox” submarine by both » Prof. Parker 
and Ford. | s |

gate the species in other places. 

-“By following the Hnes ofthis leaf the new type of 
_seaplane glides steadily, no matter what gusts of wind 
" hit it, and cannot be upset even by careless handling of 


the aflerons, or wing tips, which-are used as rudders. 


“The heavy seed-pod of the zanonia is placed right in 
front of the leading edge of nature’s tiny aeroplane, 
and the wings curve back on either side. As the leaf 
withers and dries, the tips, which are the tearmost part 
of the wings, curl up behind so as to present a very 
marked negative angle of incidence. This is what is 
copied “in the néw seaplane. The passengers, corre- 
sponding to the pod, sit well out in front. 

“As in the leaf, the wings of the seaplane are swept 


‘back in a “V,” with a wide opening. Now, on meeting 


gide gusts, the nearer wing, being broadside on and at 
an unfavorable angle for lifting—which means upsetting 
or diving—acts as a weather vane, to turn the machine 
into the teeth of the disturbance; while the further
